But, let not any one think , the 
Dodrine here afſ erted to be Novel;

'As'is that, which i is above, ſs 
43s that which is beneath ; and 
all is by che Mediation of One 
Thing. Which true Pohtion' of 
his hath been ſo far from being de- 

nyed by thoſe Men, Who have' ob» 
firved Nature in her ſecret Mes 
anders, from that Time, unto this 
ery Day, that None of common 
Reaſon will or dare contradift the 
ſame : for the Egyptian Learning 
plainly enough demonſtrates Hermes 
to be their Prince ; and their Hie» 
roglyphicks fhew , that not Tra- 
dition, bnt Natural Sagacity'

T HE Pradtice of Phyfick being 


various, (and in the Judgment 
of moſt very uncertain) be- 
cauſe the Galeniſts have one Theory, 
and Chymiſts another ; I cannot pers 
ceive any thing herein more ſervice- 
able to the Publick, than to diſtin- 
guiſh their Foundations, and what uſe 
I have made of them. 
The Galeni/ts have 4 Humors, 4 
Comple xions, and 4 Qualities, to raiſe 
their

their Structure on : And when either 
of theſe exceed their cue Tempera- 
ment, they- jſ4dg a Dicaſe' preſent ; 
and to that apply their Remedies ; 
never fo-much as” thinking of a Mo- 
yer, or firſt Cauſe of theſe Diſor- 
ders. 

The Chymiſts, according to Para- 


celſus; and Y4hno#t, eftalſh their 
Theory ai Fae diftkfnoce given 


to Nature in her own Inns, and Acts ; 
not ſo much refpeQing Efes as Cau- 


fes, nor;the hercer diſturbihg, as the 
Le 


Spirit diſturbed ; and to this they ap- 

ply their Remedies. | | 
This later Foundation , with me 
(under great trouble of Spirit at laſt 
overcame att 'doubtings, and I readily 
adhered. ro-rheſe ſublime; Concepti- 
ons; having 4or their, Baſis ſuch per- 
fpicuity as.vhe Light of .Nature did: 
really demonſtrate, and _/7ppocrates, 
their allowed Patron, doth -attelt, fay- 
ing ; Nature is the Phyficiau and Cu 
rer of Diſeaſes. Yet, upon Examina« 
tion of their Remedies againlt this 
Spiritual aſlault, or firſt being of 
| Diſcaſes,

Diſeaſes, 1 perceived they depended 
not upon” any: particular. known Me- 
dicines, but, on univerfal /Difpoſitions, 
drawn from! Metals, Minerals, Salts, - 
Animals, or Vegetables. Hence, I bes 
pan to defpair of arriving'at any cer- 
tainty to attain Remedies fo gilted, 
as to be capable to reduce Nature to 
her Primitive Unity with and in the 
Faculties of the Body. For, I well 
knew, that all the known Remedies 
of theſe: Times, were not the Mcdis 
cines of our Famous Progenitors, nor 
capable to anſwer to thoſe Ends ; be- 
ing the Products and Ott ſprings eis 
ther of unfound Zearts, or ignorant 
Heazls , too nmch devoted: to Gain 
and Applaiife;; who, having forſook 
te: Subſtance,cmbraced/ the Shadow ; 
and gave Names'to Remedies,as Para- 
celfc&,vhich/haveias much difference 
from his ir Diſpoſition, as Light has 
irom Darkneſs. All their Medicines 
ere either endued with particular 
Faculties; and hoſtile Diſpoſitions, (as 
Purging. and Vomiting, the Sound as 
vell as the Sick) or elſe curtailed by 
B 2 Fire, 
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Fire, and fiery Spirits, and fo rendred 
Diaphoretical ; under all which Con- 
ſiderations, they became wholly unfit 
to anſwer that great End of Nature, 
Curation. 

I did not think thoſe ſupream and 
general giits were wanting in Nature; 
but (becauſe I knew not the Artifice, 
by which they might be attain'd )| 
they were to me as things-of no valueſj 
or concern: having therefore ſuſpend- 
ed my thoughts, till I better under- 
ſtoud them, I greatly bent my Mind 
to Animals, Salts, and Vegetables ; 
and from them endeavoured (as far 
as in me lay) to ſeparate their Zer- 
reſtreity, and by Mis ion,their Specift 
cality ; and having ſpiritualized the 
I found they were not unfit to be ad 
miniſtred in any Caſe, ſo far, as com- 
munication of Strength was needful 
And fo great a Bleſling attended fo 
ſome ſpace of time, that they kemec 
to anſwer the utmoſt deſires of Na 
ture. Yet, my Mind being not 1d] 
I allways feared , that this Succe 
might ariſe from the ſmallneſs of the 

Malig 
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Malignity, or the happy Gen:4 tha 
prompted me to theſe Endeavours : 
Nor was it long before my ſuſpitions 
proved truths. For,when I found ſome 
Perſons not cured, tho the Principal 
Parts were not periſhed ; and that 
continual ſtrife ſtirred up by Nature, 
ended in her own Conqueſt ; I poft- 
tively concluded, that thoſe Medicines, 
that were fit toſtir up Action ( if not 
alſo endued with a Vitality, to keep 
Nature in Union with and in her own 
Organs, to at unto the time of 
Death withoat loſs of ſenſibility 
were far ſhort of what a true Phyſt- 


.j cian ſhould endeavour to compaſs. 


Now was I again bewildred, my 
Grief renewed, = [gnorance ſeemed 
greater then at firſt;and my Labours I 


4 undervalued as things of no Moment, 


Books could not help, and Counſel 
( at that time ) among Men was not 
to be hoped for. Therefore I accuſed 
my ſelf as rafh in attempting. that, 
which ſeemed 1 ible to be attain- 
ed ; and even deſpaired thereof. But, 


J conſidering in my felf, that theſe my 
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endeavours had not theix Original in 
me by Education, nor by. any Conſjr 
deration of Profit or Honour , that 
might accrew from the purſuit of the 
fame; but from a natural Propenſity, 
ſtrongly overweighing my other In- 
clinations, which ( at 'that time ) tg 
my outward Man were pleaſing ex 
nough, and not without great ſtrife 
fully fubducd ; I reſigned my {elf to 
the good Pleaſure of the Higheſt, and 
endeavoured Stilneſs more then Un+- 
deritanding. 

Indeed I plainly viewed all things, 
but would not. diſcuſs them fo far, as 
to raiſe any Foundation therefrom, or 
to bring [thoughtlulncſs in_ my gelt. 
For,l perceived a Diſquiſjtupn of opght, 
that ſtopd not in Unity with all 
things, would be particular, uncerr 
tain, andgdangerous ; yea, utterly un- 
fit to anſwer the ends of Nature< be- 
cauſc I iound 1t wanting to the attain» 
ment o! true Healing :/and in this way 
of ſimplicity 1 was found of What 
I knew pot how to ſearch for ; Nas 
ture, in ſlilneſs; brought forth that, 
; | which 
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which Reaſon (without Light) could 
never have acquired, even under its 
moſt acute Scrutiny ; For, it not bes 
ing ſenſible, there was no ground for 
Reafoning. / 

In this opening, I ſaw, that every 
Univerſal Remedy had its Root 1n the 
firſt, or ſecond Life of Minerals and 
Metals ; the laſt Life of them being ei- 
ther over-compadt, or vengmors. This 
Aſpect was grateful to me, and gave 
me ſtrong hope, that Time and Stilneſs 
might produce more Evidence. Nor 
was I deceived: for the way of de- 
ſtroying the laſt Life of ſome Sub- 
jets ( enduei with an Univerſal 
Tendency ) was in the Properties of 
Nature made maniteft to'me. Then 
did I fee, as in a Glaſs, the wonderful 
Gifts implanted in Metals, Minerals, 
&c. by the. Pleaſure of the Moſt 
High, as a Reliet to Mortals, in thrs 
latter Age of the World ; wherein 
Diſeaſes are increaſed and heightned 
by various Venoms ( the Relics of 
popular Diſtempers ) and complica- 
ted through the Vices'of Life, and 
B 4 want

want of an unſpotted vitality in our 
original conſtitution. Beſides, it ap- 
pears that the World it ſelf waxeth 
old, the Powers. thereof are much 
altered, all the external Virtues of its 
Superficies are declined ; but Metals 


and Minerals, that have not known 


the force of the external Air ( the 
great Propagator of Life and Corrup- 
tion ) are [cl Partakers of the Uni- 
verſal Debility, than thoſe Things 
which exiit chiefly by that Air. Not 
that they have not their Air alſo, but 
it 15 otherwiſe qualified ; rather tofor- 
ward their CompaQtion, and concen- 
trate their Virtues, than to corrupt 
them. By which means they ſeem 
to te appointed ( ſince, as to our 
Air , they ſhare an unſpotted, un- 
changeable Life ) as true Succours, 
to withſtand the Impreſſions of our 
external Air, and the many Changes 
and Complications of Diſeaſes, that 
reign amongſt us. But Yegetables, by 
reaſon of a ſeeming decay of Vigour in 
the Elements, or thedeclining State of 


the External Virtues of the Worlds | 
duper+ | 
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Superficies, ( thd® they have many 
Excellent and Peculiar Endowments, 
which wiſely uſed may be ſometimes 
ſerviceable in the Cure cf the Sick ; 
when freed from their 7erreſtreity 
and Groſsneſs, that in their Receptior, 
they put not Nature to too much 
trouble of Digeſt:on) yet, if they be 
not ſo univerfalized by Z#ton, that 
they no longer ſerve under their par- 
ticular Gifts, they indeed cannot con- 
tribute any thing to Nature in her 
moſt deplorable Caſes : Whereas, Mi- 
neral and Metalick Virtues, being 
more concentrate, have more univer- 
ſal Diſpe/itions ; and fo are more fit 
to ſerve Natzre, to all intents, than 
the other. For, Minerals and Metals 


' are not ſpecificated to this or that 


Perſon, or to this or that Diſeaſe ; but 
to the Properties of Nature, in her 
firſt Operation in Bodies : by which 
indeed,as to the noble parts of principal 
Members, one Mineral or Metal may 
be more ſuitable, than another ; bur, 
as to Diſeaſes and Perſons, there they 
ſolely at according to VVature's de- 
ficiency

ficiency and fo become true Succoars :. 
becauſe, when they are prepared as 
requiſite, they are not tranſchanged 
in the Body, the Light and Yigour, or 
Ray of them being the Medicine. So 
that the Sub/tance of them paſleth 
away unalterd as to weight ; and 
therefore:not being touched by our 
Ferments , bringeth leſs trouble to 
Nature, than one ſpoonful of ine 
would do ; And this is, becau'e there 
1s no reaction of Nature upon them, 
as in other - Medicizes : but it they be 
adminiſtred in ſo weak a ſtate, as be- 
fore ſeparation of the form rhey are 
caſt out by the Draught,then they are 
altogether uſeleſs. 

Minerals and Metals have their 


Gifts from GOD, not-from Man's 


Art :. For Art doth not confer Virtue, 
but by feparating' the $he/Z diſcovers 
the Kernel : And their implanted Yir- 
tues are for our benefit ; poſited there 
and not-ty be concealed, neglected or 
fheghted,as things not tg be ufed ; be- 
cauſe Froy and Jaworance have con- 


demned them : tax,by that means, the 
End 
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End of their Creation would be-.fru+ 
ſtrated ; which will ſeem to the'Ratio- 
nal an evil conceit. . Shall heat be 
contemned as unfit for nouriſhment, 
becauſe it hath husks 2 or Almonds for 
their hard Shells - 

I write not of the external Proper- 
ties of Minerals and Metals, but of 
their inward Parts, in which! is CON- 
centred a more vital 4zr than'in other 
things, by which they famoutfly ma- 
nifeſt their Univerfal Diſpoſation. Air, 
we ſce, above all things viſible, re- 
fretheth Man; Now, the Air incloſed 
in them is: of an unſearchable power, 
purity, anc penetration, beyond what 
1518 any ſingle Concrete ; more friend- 
ly than ours, wherein we breath ; for 
though it be lyable to it's Laws for 
tranfehangement, yet its Virtues in 
order to Sanity are thereby not dimi- 


E niſhed. But, the external Parts of 


Minerals and Metals axe indeed ve- 
nomous, and may juſtly be cenſured 
as altogether unfit to. be relyed on, for 
Succour 1n Diſeaſes; becauſe they com- 


fub- 
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ſubſervient to her, in exciting natural 
Vigour, except againſt their own poy- 
ſonous hoſti] iy: Therefore z what 
hath been, or {hall be writ, concern- 
ing this, muſt not be underſtood of 
the Exterior Parts of Metals or Mi- 
werals, or of the Medicines made 
thereof,which are eommonly known; 
but of ſuch Medicines, as truly per- 
form what I have ſpecified, by afliſt- 
ing Natare, and are fo vaſtly different 
jrom thoſe of Common Uk, that their 
ſubſequent Operation can never be 
declared, before they- are taken : -to 
day they have one Action, to morrow 
another, and the third Day another,as 
the Diſeaſes happen to be changed by 
their Virtues. As for Inſtance ; 

In all Acute Diſeaſes, if much ma- 
terial, Yomits, Stools, or Urine are 
largely provoked ; and then after- 
wards, Sweats ; but after the Feavers 
are extinguiſhed, then S7ools again, 
till the Relifts are removed. Bur in 
acute Diſeaſes, where there 1s more 
depreſſion of Spirit, and leſs Matter, 
there Sweats ariſe at firſt, and conti- 
nue 
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nue dayly till the Evil be overcome ; 
and then Stools for a Day or two, ac- 
cording to the KRelitt, and fo they 
ceaſe ating. And all this is effected 
by the fame Medicines ; which, if 
continued from the Beginning to. the 
End of Diftempers, will clearly mani- 
feſt theſe Properties. 

Now, can any One imagin, that 
this variety of 4ions, in one and the 
fame Medicine, in the fame Body, and 
in the ſame Diſeaſe, is any thing elſe, 
than the Aion of Nature 2 ſeeing it" 
is evident, that Vomiting and Purging 
Medicines never become Sweaters or 
Binders, except Nature, through In- 
capacity of expelling them ( tallin 
under the Burthen of their Venome 
ſends forth Sweats, a&Signs of an evil 
Gueſt. 

Whatſoever therefore doth ſo di- 
realy fortify Nature, as to: make her 
at every way ſuitable to her own 
Neceſlities, cannot be any other than 
Virtue ; and ſeeing it hath pleaſed 
GOD to implant ſuch Virtues and 
Powers, in Minerals and Metals, no 
unbyaſs'd

Medicines thus endowed are more 
fale than others, as never performing 
ought: that can be--injurious , ſeeing 
Nature only manageth them,and they 
Purge not when they ſhould pro- 
voke Sweat ; nor do they Yomit,whert 
purging, by ©rine' or Perſpiratioh is 
required 3: they leave no Rehictsin the 
Body;"-tor they are clean, having/all 


unnatural: Impurities removed. The

take. them, withour-any the leaſt dam- 
mape entaing therefrom, - 

 F'write not this\conjecturally; bur 
from. ths Experience of more thaw 
Twenty: Y ears. For, theſe Remedzes, 
having an univerſal Tendency (not 
working: 'by Fomzt, Stool, or Sivtat 
upo:rthe-ſound;) do only in'the Sick 
Operate, . as Nature findeth moſt cah« 
venientzand ſo are only her Servants” 
but other Medicines, that have 10t fo 
univerlal'a D:ſpoſtt ion, 'tho in former: 
Ages (when Diſeaſes were more _ 
ple, 
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ple, and had rarely any thing extra- 
ordinary in them) they might be ve- 
ry profitable, yet now they cannot be 
uled without Daxger. For, where Na-

if a Man remove not theſe, he will be 
wounded with their Prickles, before 
he can attain the Sweetneſs of thoſe.

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Liſe is Medicine, Antidote agairiſt 
Poyſon, an Exhilirator and Server 'of 
Nature , without any determinate 


| Action; a great Light, impreſſed with 


a Divine Seal, capable to extirpate 
the CharaRers of difeaſy Images, of 
at leaſt to ſubvert their As ; having 
a natural faculty to remove every oc- 
caſional Matter, by Nature's own 
Power ; not compelling but exciting 
Her, as hath been ſenſibly experimen- 
ted. This proved to me the Truth 
of Zelmont's Theory, which tho be- 
heved; yet without this Teſtimonial 
AR, I might (with the generality of 
Searchers) have ruined my Self, by 
adhering to what was viſtble, and ſup- 
poling what I enjoyed not; as impoſs 
ſible to be attained.

Choe 
ker maketh not Men angry, but Anger 
conceived” maketh that ſenſible ; For 
Nothing liveth, but hath enough of 
that Juice; (fo called) to be in Rage 
ſufficiently, yet unleſs the Spirit be Þ - 
filed by a wrathful Image, there is 
no ſenſe of it apparent. . 

So alſo, when our thoughts are 
greatly exerciſed with a ſtrong deſire 
to attain what 15 unknown, the Cox- 
ſtringing Fiat preſently terments the 
Chyle with ſogreat a ſharpneſs through 
the Contrattion of the Spirit in that 
Exerciſe, that it is manifeſt in the 
Gu/t, or ſenſible Taſt, and is in Nature 
the Cauſe of what is called Melancho- 
ly ; but, if perſevered in fo long till 
Separation | happen , without great 
helps, a certain diſtraQion is produ- 
ced, or ſome violence that 1s worle. 


Envy and Malice have not much 
different Eflects, for the former cauſe, 
when they are conjoyned with a 
ſtrong deſire, except that Madnetfs 
hence does more rarely happen ; yet 
in 
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in that Cold dark harſh fire they im- 
pregnate the Chyle, and Mduce great 
Leaneſs on the Body , harſhneſs and 
darkneſs in the Skin and Hair,and are 
not curable any more than the other, 
by any Means applied to the Humour : 
For, altho that be altered by the 
force of Phyfick to day; and wholly 
ſeparated ; yet if theSpirit trenuouſlly 
perſiſt in the ſame Deſign, the Diſeaſe

Fear ſiagnizes the Blood, brings 
Coldnefs, Sighing, intermittent Pulles, 
Convullions, and (if ſtrongly perfiſt- 
ed in) ſudden Death, or great Stupi- 
dity. Now, it is truc, that in caſe 
the occaſion of Fear be removed, it 

| is 
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js no hard matter to conquer the Ef. 
ſets ; And fo, it 1s conſequently true 
in other /dea's : but if continued in, 
tho but in a mere dejection, or fink- 
ng of the Life, they are rendred more 
kficult to cure, than the more evil 
and active Paſſions. 


Sorrow 1s accompanied with debi- 
lity of Faculties, a pining away of the 
Body, and a waſting of the Spirits ; 
and is a Canuſer of Pains in peculiar 
Veſſels, through the alteraticn of 
Chyle, (the Parent of manifold Evils) 
yet if once overcome, the Effects are 
not long in expelling, tho they have 
altered almoſt all the Conſtitution. 

Now, in as much as. 'tis evident, 
that Diſturbance of the Spirit is the 
Generator of detects in the Body ; can 
it be thought, that real Yenomes ( whe- 
ther Epidemical, Endemical, or Arti- 
ficial?) ſhall leſs diſtaſt then the afore- 
mentioned Conceptions ; ſince they 
abfolutely "aſſault the Spzrir, and en- 
deavour the Extirpation of Vital Light- 
the former ariſe as well from feigned

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as real Objeds; the hater only from 


real, ative, and (after a ſort) living 
Eſſences: therefore in reaſon more 


perceptible, and cauſes of greater 


Wrath, Fear, Stupor, Sorrow, or 1rre- 
gular Action in our Nature; unleſs 
we think every thing-1s agitated by 
Neceſſity, as Sparks fly upward, and 
that thereis no living Underſtanding 
and Election in Us. Burt, it we bring 
theſe things to a ſenſible Zeſt, it can- 
not be denyed, but that we feel the 
force of Anger, Fear,&c. in our Bodies; 
which, 1t the Spirit in Us were not 
the Ruler, could never be fo. 

Yet, to come nearer to our Selves: 
Do not trivial Errors, even of Meats 
and Drinks, Heats and Colds, prima- 
rily affe& the Spirit > Who is there, 
whom fulneſs of Meats and Drinks 
doth not affect with Dulneſs and Hea- 
vineſs 2 + Do-not Heats, when over- 
much, cauſe Faintings and Languiſh- 
ments ; and doth not the Supplement 
of Cordials (a&tual or potential) ſup- 
ply that defect > Likewiſe, is it not 
apparent, that Co/d (when offenſive) 
| {tagnt- 
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ſtagnizeth the Bloud, giveth Cauſe 
for dolour in the external Parts to 
Impoſthumous Humors ; or ſtirs up 
Diſorders internally, through the let 
of vital Separations ; and 1s uſually 
the Begetter(if the Spirit be not help- 
ed to perform its natural Separations) 
of Vomitings, Fluxes, Feavers,Coughs, 
and what not, through the obſtruct- 
ing of the vital Spirit > Yet how- 
ever, this can be no more than the 
Occaſional Cauſe ; the Efficient muſt 
be the Spirit erring in its own Acts, 
that muſt conſtitute this formal part 
of diſtemperature, and bring it to a 
Diſeaſe. And doth any thing ſooner 
reſtore Nature to her wonted Action, 
than ſuch things as fortifie her, and 
help forward Tranſpiration,which the 
Cold letted 2 Alſo, it is very clear, 
that if any one,upon the firſt Senſe of a 
Diſtemper, doth but uſe ſuch Univer- 
fal Means, as can keep Nature to act 
without diſturbance.; he will certain» 
ly find, that all theſe Diſtempers ( fo 
generally affliting ) are driven away 
almoſt as ſoon as thcy came. For,by the 

-& 3 firſt 
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firſt Aſſault, the Arches is only con- 
fuſed, and hath not throughly im- 
preſſed the obſtrufted Matter with a 
diſeaſy Character. And this my Pa- 
tients do generally find true, inſo- 
much that for many years, few of 
them know ought of a compleat Dif- 
eaſe, unleſs they neglect their Reme- 
dics in the beginning. 

For every Medicine of an Univer- 
fal Tendency 1s gifted from above, to 
withſtand the Formation of Diſeaſe; 
( if the Internal Spirit hath not given 
to them a Seminal Being ) inaſmuch 
as it addeth Power and Activity to 
Nature, through the Light and Lite 
that 15 1n it, to ACt regularly. There- 
fore , of how great Concern is the 
knowledg of Medicines ſtrengthening, 
cxhilarating, and pacilying Nature; 
ſince ſhe is the only ACtor, as well as 
Curer of her felt > How chary then 
ought a Phy/ician to be of what he 
gives to his Patients, that he may not 


compel Nature by the Crudeneſfs,Con- 
Medion or Poyſonous Property of 


Mediqines ({ which qualities all dire& 
Purgers 
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Purgers and Vomiters have ) to cx- 
hauft her ſtrength, by oppoſing one 

Evil with another 2 
If Phyſicians have not Remedies 
more general, pure and friendly, than 
thoſe that are uſually given ( I mean 
ſuch, as can excitc Nature to Action, 
give her ſtrength, be umployed by 
her to this or that Operation, with- 
out leaving Reliques Offenſive, nay 
ſometimes more troubleſome, than the 
Diſeaſe it ſelf ) the want of ſuch can 
be no excuſe to them : For GOD hath 
not left Mortals deprived of Reme- 
dies, of a more friendly and benign 
Nature and Condition, did not. Pride, 
Covetouſneſs and an overweaning 
Conceit, accompanied with Negl:- 
gence, attend ſome PBook-Dottors , 
keeping them from ſeqrching into the 
Myſtery of true Praftice. Theſe Men 
conclude, if they adminiſter accord- 
ing to a written Rule, fct out by any 
they eſteem able ( let the ſucceſs be 
what it will ) 'tis- juſtifiable, becauſe 
anſ{werable to what was directed ; 
they themſelves being Judges ; tho it 
» be 
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be contrary - to Nature in all Reſpetts. 
But, were Nature more minded, and 
the Receipts of Doctors leſs, we thould 
ſee an happier effec on diſeaſed Per- 
ſons. And were the errors they com- 
mit, writ on their Forcheads ; or the 
means, by which they have attained 
their Grandeur among the Pcople, 
duly examined ; they would be aſha- 
med of the one, and abhor the o- 
ther. 

Nature is that we ought to obſerve, 
to ſtrengthen her where ſhe 1s weak, 
to enlighten her where dark,to pacify 
her when inraged ; that Fear may 
vaniſh, Rage may ceaſe, and Amaze- 
ment be expelled. Whoſoever can ac- 
complith this, ſhall find the moſt ſtub. 
born, and accounted uncurable Dil- 
eaſes, to fly before him. But, Dili- 
gence, a ſound and unbyaſled Under- 
ſtanding, accompanied with Patience, 
Love and Zeal, are Eſſential to open 
theſe Deeps, and to diſcover ſuch Me- 
dicines,as are fit to extirpate thoſe Ex- 
orbitances. Alas! thoſe that have 
trod this Path, have been very es 

OT 
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( or they have concealed themſelves ) 
and what they have written rather 
ſtirs up deſire, than fatisfies. The 
Famous Medicines of - Paracelſus and 
Helmont, notwithſtanding their Volu- 
minous Writings, and frequent Cita- 
tions of them, contribute little to us, 
only, that they incite us to follow 
Nature : but the Remedies themſelves, 
either dyed with them, or are very 
ſecret : No general Rule is extant, 
whereby ſuch Medicines may be ob- 
tained. What ſhall we do 2 Where 
ſhall we ſeek 2 unleſs we can find the 
Path of Nature in general, we ſhall 
not be able by Art to anſwer her de- 
ficiency in particular. The Pious and 
Learned S:luriſt, in his Silex Scintil- 
lans, hath ſomething fitted to this 
purpoſe, where he faith : 


When Nature on her Boſome ſaw 
Her Children dye, 

And all ber Fruits withred to Straw, 
Her Breasts grown ary ; 

She made the Earth (her Nurſe and Tomb)

What is moſt natural is moſt fit toffl 
be exemplary, and will ſeldom failff F; 
thoſe that follow it; But, to rake the 
Volumes of the Dead ( when therff c; 
Senſe is buryed with them ) to find 
Underftanding, is as irrational as for 
the Blind to endeavour todiſcern Co 
lours. Beſides, it is-2 great undervz 
luing of Mans own Capacity, Nature 
Bounty, and God's Bleſſing, to judy 
what hath been once done may not 
be done again. For,altho their Med 
cincs be dead with them, or obſfcu 
red ; yet Nature is ftill in being, anc 
her Lord ( the Diſpenſer of everſÞ be 
Virtue ) lives for evermore, loves hiff ac 
Creatures, created Medicines off troi 
them, and never faileth to impar Dif 


Gifts to the Sons of Men, accordinfl of t 


as they ſta1d capacitated to recel\Y of 
them. But,if we think the old MethoY Ru/ 
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of the Ancients (ſet the natural Part 
thereofaſide,wluch is the leaſt Particle 
thereof ) which is already known,and 
found to be uncertain, tobe fufhcient 
for Diſeaſes which were not then in 
being, it 1s a$ Much as to fit-one Hat 
to every Head, and one Shoo to every 
Foot. 

Let it be inquired how Remedies 
came firſt to be known , ſeing we 
know Man is born into the World, 
with the leaſt Capacity to help him- 
ſelf ; and then Knowledg mult either 
ariſe by inſtin&, or by being acquired 
by Experience ; or be attained to by 


oj Education, or by - Something beyoyd 


al. Aſſuredly,Education cannot right- 
fully aflume to it felf the principal 
Place ; for it is moſt certain, that that 
Knowledg which is real, muſt either 


JF be taught from Natural Inſtinct, or be 
J acquired from Obſervation. And it 
J irom either of theſe, whenſoever new 


Diſeaſes happen, muſt not the Cures 


J of the ſame naturally ariſe from one 


of them two > becauſe there is no 
Rule, nor can be any for what was 
nor 
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not in being before. If no Rzle, then 
certainly natural In/tin# , or Expe. 


rience acquired by Obſervation, muſt 
be the only available and truly preva. 
lent Medium, by which the moſt cer. 
tain and proper Remedies of ſuch new 
Evils can be known. Education in 
theſe Caſes cannot help ; For, 'tis ap- 
parently manifeſt, that all Education 
ariſeth from certain received Prin- 
ciples, of ſuppoſed Conveniency or 
Inconveniency : and as the Principly 
are, true or falſe, particular or gene. 
ral, fo do they enlarge or diminiſh 
the Underſtanding. What takes be- 
ing from Experience 1s true (if they, 
who poſleſs the ſame, have a true ſen- 
timent of the experiment, and well 
underſtood the Cauſes ) being ſenſible; 
yet, as it hath being from Eﬀedts, it is 
not always preſidential for the turure: 
But, what ariſeth naturally, and hath 
the inborn Prizciples in Man for its 
Guide, 15 the true Patron of all Gene- 
ral and Particular Knowledg ; I call 
to witneſs the Teſtimony of all Ages, 
and as: : 

Who 
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Who inſtructed the firſt Authors of 
Phyfick, when there were neither 
Boots, nor Precedents > Who taught 
Hippocrates ſo many Ages ſince, to 
diſtinguiſh ſomething Dzvine in cer- 
tain Diſeaſes, and to have a Cure for 
a popular Plague , never known or 
heard of before» Whence was it, 
that the fame Man: ( in that Age of 
the World, wherein Diſeaſes and their 
Remedies were neither known nor 
diſtinguiſhed in any meaſure) did ob- 
tain a moſt clear Lighr, not only to 
diſtinguiſh, but alſo to cure Dzſeaſes 
with proper Medicines > How was 
Bafilius a Monk inſtrufted, who in his 
days became a moſt knowing Phy/- 
cian > Did not Paracelſus and Hel. 
mont , neglefing the Traditions of 
their Predeceſlors, obtain Medicines 
of greater Efficacy, than all that went 
betore them 2 Paracelſus, tho bred 
up in Schools, choſen Profeſſor of Phy-

their SkillChad it been worth Eſteem) 
would have been of greateſt Ser- 
Vice. 

Having affirmed, Diſeaſes to be ei 
ther Simple,or Complicated, Reſolved 
or Congealed, as I muſt & Para 
celſus ) acknowledg all Diſeaſes are, it 
1s now time to ſpeak cf their Cures; 
firſt particularly, and afterwards, gene- 
rally. 

In order to which, for order fake, | 
intend to give a ſhort hint of Cures, 
both particular and general (in dif 
courſing of which, I ſhall be exceed- 
ing briet ) afterward , by many Ex 
amples produced from my own Expe- 
rience, of more than Fighteen Years

Therefore firſt, I thus fay : Ae Con-

By reaſon whereof, Nature, 7 being 
wearied ) through ſuch a forcibke way 
of acting, could not be ſupported. ſuk.. 
ficiently to the extirpation.of that #/e+ 
ome, 10:2S:to dilolve ..Buboes, ' with» 
out maturation.z nor ripen, Blanes, or 
Carbuncles, but by: a. long Series. of 
Time, and great Conflicts of the Sick, 
which too frequently ended in Death;

nity. Perceiving this, I had recourſe 
tomy own Medicines, which I had

Depreſſion of Spirit,but 
more eaſe , and greater vitality or 
livelineſs, and the Continuation of the 
fame Sweets was pleaſant and refreſh- 
ing : by which Means, Buboes diſlol- 
ved,'and in the third Day (at fartheſt) 
the Malignity , was, ſeparated : And, 
th6, the ſame,, Remedies were conti- 
nyed, yet after that tyme no Sweats 
appeared, otherwiſe, than was uſual 
in. an healthful Perſon, the Time and 
Seaſon being conſidered. - But where 
Blanes and Carbuncles appeared, there

In the firſt Aſſaults of that rofl:

Under all theſe various manifeſta- 
tions (except where great fear was) 
F always uſed one ind the fare Me- 
thod. When they were firſt taken 
ul, Tordered them to go to Bed pre- 
ſently, and lay no more Cloaths on, 
than they uſually did in time of 
health ; then I gave them my Pox- 

er, 
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der, in a fpoonful of Wine,Ale,or Beer: 
and I gave Aqua Peſtilentials, if 
taken with ſhiverings, two or three 
Spoonfuls ; but it hor, then but one 
Spoonful, or one Spoonful and half, 
>" m3 them to lye ſtill ; which 
if they did, Sweats preſently followed, 
and for their ſupports therein, they 
were allowed Mace-Ale,Poſlet-Drink, 
Sack or White-Wine ; thin Caudle 
with a little Wine ia it, and either of 
theſe ſomewhat often repeated, but in 
{mall Quantities, My Aqua Peſtilen- 
tialis was taken as often, as need re- 

uired ; ſometimes once in an hour, 
ometimes more, and ſometimes les, 
as Occaſion was. My Pouder was 
repeated once in two, four, or fix 
hours, according to the Capacity ot 
Nature; where Diminution of Sweats 
and of Strength hapned, it was often 
taken ;' but af the Patients continued 
ſweating, and ſtrong and brisk, only 
once In ſix hours. But, if there ſeem- 
ed a Tendency toa Looſneſs, which 
(in that Diſeaſe ) was. uſually fatal, 


my 
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my Coralline Cordial was often uſed, 
2 ſpoonful at a time every half hour, 
until the Signs of Laxity difappeared. 
Where great Thirſt was concomitant 
with the, Diſeaſe, T ufed my Simplex, 
mixed into the form'of a ſmall Cordial 
Drink, ordering one ſpoonful at a 
time to .be taken into the Patient's 
Mouth, and ſwallowed down leifure- 
ly, as it were by Drops. And if great 
Reftleſneſs hapned, through want of 
Sleep, T adminiſtred ten grains of Salt 
of Hartshorn purified, and diſſolved 
in Cytron-Water, or White-Wine Poſ- 
ſet-Drink, and repeated the Doſe once 
in two hours, not negleing the fore- 
faid Pouder. This : Remedy thus' ſea- 
fonably given, ſeemed: to me far morc 
ſucceſsful in relieving Natzre in that 
Exigency, than any common Dorma- 
tive Medicine, of what kind ſoever. 
But,if preſently after the Aſſault there 


appeared a Stupor, Drowzineſfs, and a- 


flow Pulſe ; then did I make a ſtrong 
Cordial of the Simplex, and gave of

eir not Remedics againſt the invading 
'as]YVenome,but uſcd particular Medicines, 
ts, Jaccording as the preſent and (by them 
ler rs only Occaſion required. 
Whereas, on the Contrary, Thoſe that 
lved Temperately, and were watch- 
tul over themſelves, ſo as to take Re- 
nedies preſently after the firſt Senſe 
mefjot any Aſſault of that Venome, and 


uldJlave obſcrved, that when Spots ap- 
 tofpeared,of what kind ſoever they weae, 
hatithe Nurſes and Zenders of the Sick, 
ikefecing them, were ſeized with fo great 
mazement, that they torſook all their 


p their Patzents tor dead ; tho thote 
Spots Were not the direct Signs ot 
NF, | Gr 2 Mior- 
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Mortality. For all I have ſeen, ha« 
ving ſuch Spots, (except One) did re- 
cover. But that Spot, which whoſo- 
ever was feizd with dyed under it, 
had a round . Circle, dark blew, ,and 
green, (after the manner of Mixtions 
of Colours in the Rain-bow) and in 
the Center thereof a Crimſon Spot, 
that felt hard under the Finger, un 
compariſon of the Softneſs of the 
other Fleth. This, in that Plague,was 
the infallible token of ſudden Death: 
Therefore ſuch Spots were rightly 
called 7okens, 


Of the Griping of the 


Guts. 


T His Diſeaſe,for ſome Years (eſpe- 
cially the firſt) after the P/agae, 
did ſufficiently manifeſt it ſelf to be a 
Relict of that Popular Diſtemper : For 
this Malady Exceeded all other acute 

Diſtem- 
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Diſtempers ; the Patients , afflicted 
therewith uſually dying at the third 
or fifth day. The reaſon of this, was 
becauſe the Veins opening, the Bloud 
flowed out, like a Torrent, and paſſing 
through the Guts, no laudable Excre- 
ment could be ſeen in the S?ools, but 
Bloud, and a Gelly-like Matter, that 
ſmelt like boyled Zorns. The Pains 
were exceſlive, Stools almoſt conti- 
nual , tho in ſmall Quantities; and 
until ſuch time as by the power of 
Nature alone, or through the help of 
proper Medicines, the Bloud was 
reſtrained, the Gelly-like-Matter lef- 
ſened, and F.xcrements laudable (both 
in Odour and Exiſtence ) began to 
appear , this Diſeaſe was never cu- 
red. 


My Method of Cure. 


Upon the firſt Aſſault, or great Gri- 
pings, and appearance of Bloud, or 
Gelly-like- Matter in the Excrements, 
I gave my Pouder (above ſpecifyed 
in the Plague) once every two hours, 

Z my 
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my Cora/line Cordial once every houy, 
and applyed to the _— Tripe par- 
boyled, which was laid on warm) 
and when that waxed Cool or Smelt, 
other warm parboyled Tripe was ap: 
plyed. By this Method, the firſt Day 
the Bloud was reſtrained, and the 
Pain ſomewhat mitigated : The fe- 
cond Day, the Gelly-like-Matter lef- 
ſened, and ſome appearance of Excre- 
ment ſhewcd it felt : And -on the 
third Day, laudable Excrements were 
ſeen, and the Gelly-like-Matter dib 
appeared, Then, by continuing the 
ſame Medicines, in the former Me- 
thod , large. Sweats were produced, 
which (being continued in but one 
Day or two) perte& Health ſuccced- 
ed. Nor did I ever know any One, 
from that time unto this very Day, 
periſh by ahe Malignity of this Dil- 
eaſe ; 11 they took my Mcdicines ( and 
begun with them at firſt) according 
to this Order. 


The 
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The Order of Diet, by me preſcribed 
mn this Diſeaſe. 


I ordered Gelly of Hartsborn to be 
given to the Sick, and thin Broth 
made of 7ripe or Sheeps-feet, with 
Bread ( not Oatmeal ) boyled in it : 
Beer and Wine I forbid, till the Diſeaſe 
ſlackned. I permitted Milk and Wa- 
ter, with Mallowes in it, to be fre- 
quently drunk, in ſmall Quantities at 
a time. But, where great Thirſt was, 
I allowed Poſlet-Drink, made white, 
(not green) with a little Canary, or 
Malago Wine in 1t. 


Remarks upon the Errors of Phyſicians 
at that time, in adminiſtring com* 
mon Binders, Opiates, or other Re- 
ſtringents. 


In the Cure of this Diſeaſe, I de- 
ſervedly rejected all Common Binders, 
or Reſtringents, too much at that tumc 
uſed by other Phyſicians, how ſpeci- 
fical foever they were, or might be 
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ſuppoſed to be ; becauſe I diſcerned, 
that Nature, being enraged by the 
preſence of that Corroding Yenome, 
wanted only ſuitable h<lps, to reſtrain 
her own Exorbitances. TI likewiſe re- 
jected Opiars, becauſe they were un- 
certain ; and tho they eaſed Pains, 
they cured not. For, I had well ob- 
ſerved, in this Diſeaſe, That when- 
ſoever a forcible Stop was made;cither 
by Opzats or Reſtringents, (if Nature 
were not.at the ſame time very ſtrong) 
then Light-headedneſs and ſudden 
Death followed. For, ſuch Remedies, 
having no Power to expel the preſent 
YVenome, did only Stop the Paſlages, 
by which Nature her Selt intended to 
ſeparate that Evil ; ſo that, inſtead of 
being natural Helps, they proved no 
&6Lhcr, than unnatural Introducers of 


Death, 
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Of the Scurvy, 


THis being the -general Diſeaſe 

of our Country , ſeemeth both 
Nurſe and Tomb to all other Diſtem- 
pers. The laſt Plague was buried in 
it. For, when that Peſtz/ence waxed 
more mild, it plainly exhibited Scor- 
butick Symptomes. The Lues is, by 
it, fo masked, that its Original can- 
not be diſcerned. Autamnal Diſtem- 


pers are hid therein ; and every pre- 


ternatural Diſeaſe, of what kind fo- 
ever, if not radically expelled by fuit- 
able Remedies, diſcovers it ſelf under 
a4 \Scorbutick Form, Yea, Paternal 
Diſeaſes, tho very various, do never 
appear without ſome Signs of the 
Scurvy commixed with them. Hence 
it comes to paſs, that when Particular 
Remedies are applyed to Particular 
Parts, or the Vices of them, (no Ge- 
wral Medicine being in the mean 

time 
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time uſed) tho they may cure or re- 
move the particular offences of theſe 
or thoſe Parts, yet it 1s but as the Cut- 
ting off the Zydra's Head, in ſtead of 
which many more appear. 


Now, as.1t is apparent, that all theſe 
Diſeaſes are covered. by the Scurvy ; 
ſo it is no leſs manifeſt, that the ſame 
Diſtemper doth both nurſe and nous 
riſh them. For the. Lues becometh 
more mild, through the dark cold and 
ſtupifying Nature thereof ; fo that it 
doth not ſo often occaſion great pains 
in the Bohes between the Joynts, as 
were uſual. (when . the Laes was ſim: 
ple, and not complicated with the 
Scurvy.) but:wandereth in the Nerves, 
difafiefteth the Brainzproduceth Gopts 
of a new ſtrain, Rheumat iſms, Convul- 
ſeons, Paljies , Vertigo s, Lethargies, 
Atrophea's, /Rdbt 2 I In every 
of theſe Dy/eaſes,tho: particular,which 
by the Ancients (according to what 
we read of former Ages) were well 
known, and often cured; yet, at this 
time, if they be remedied, it is rather 

caſual, 


re- 
ele 
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caſual, than real : becauſe the greateſt 
part of thoſe Patients, that in our 
time have been: thus afflicted, were 
never cured by any Medicines of the 
Ancients, unlcis in a long Series of 
time, where Nature her Self was the 
Sole and Principal Actor :- but,by Ge- 
weral Remedies, they uſually obtained 
a fafe and ſpeedy Cure. For, it is clear, 
that when the Lues is new ſhaped, by 
the moditying.power of. the. Scurvy , 
that the vn 2 uſually fuccellul 
in expelling and.annihilating the Rage 
of that Diſcafe,, - proved notoriouſly 
inimical to Nature ; by reafon of the 
cruel Qualities of Mercury, by the 
power. of the Venome of the Les, 
made corporeal. Which Corporeity, 
where the Lues is ſimple, is found to 
be of great Uſe and Service in abating 
the Rigour of that Diſeaſe ; but when 
Scorbutical it rather increaſes, than 
leſſens the fame: as I my Self can (by 
ſad Experience) teſtify ; and  47art- 
manuus did many Years ago, in his 
own Pradtica Chymtatrica, and in his 
Annotations upon Cro//zus his Baſilica 

6 hymica, 
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Chymica, ſufficiently manifeſt the Ini- 
miciouſneſs of Mercury to Perſons in 
any meaſure afflicted with the Scur- 
wy; yet he highly praiſeth the Vir- 
tue of Antimony in Scorbutick Di- 
ſtempers ; which plainly ſhews he 
had a true Senſe of the different Na- 
ture of ſuch Diſeaſes 'and their Re- 

medies. Vs 
The Goxts of our time 'very rarely 
appear Simple. For in all my Pradtice, 
for 30 Years paſt, I never conld dif- 
cern above three Perfons , afflicted 
with that Diſeaſe (which in them was 
Hereditary) that did exactly anſwer 
ro the Deſcriptions of the Ancients : 
all the Other have appearcd rather 
Scorbutical, than otherwiſe, and been 
by me cured after the ſame - General 
Method above ſpecifyed. But in eve- 
ry true Gout, fimple and not compli 
cated (as in this our Day all ſuch Di- 
fiempers generally are) the torment- 
ing Pain thereof ts only in the Foynt- 
Water, or Synovy between the Joynts; 
not elſewhere : whereas theſe Com- 
plicated 
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plicated or Scorbutick Gouts are at« 
tended with Pains in the Muſcles, 
Nerves, between the Joyants, and in 
the Yertebra of the Back, in the Os 
Sacrum,and Head ; Places never men- 
tioned by. the Ancients ( in all their 
Deſcriptions of that Diſeaſe) as lyable 
to. Arthritick Dolours , or more or 
ke to be affected therewith. There- 
ore, 

Having thus far given a brief, but 
true, Definition of the Nature of the 
Scurvy, ſhewing how it intermixeth 
it ſelf with other Diſtempers, diſgui- 
ſing, changing and nouriſhing them ; 
I now proceed to Examples of Cures 
of the ſame Diſeaſe, as it hath mani- 
feſted it ſelf to Us, in theſe our Days, 
under ſeveral Forms. 


Example 1, 


A Man of good repute, having for 
ſome Years laboured under great de- 
bility of Faculties, with dejeCtion of 
Spirit, and Leanneſs of Body, inſo- 

much, 
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much , that the Phyſicians he ther 
uſed, concluued an Atrophea or Con- 
ſumption to be preſent ; theretorc, 2% 
the beſt Remedy tor One i in his Con 
dition, they ordered him to ſuck his 
Wife's Breaſts : This Means he uſed, 
and other Remedies by them preſcri- 
bed, notwithſtanding which, a gene- 
ral Lameneſs followed, with a Palſey, 
and greatConvulſions, which wrought 
ſo great Confuſion in his Phyſicians, 
that ( not knowing what to do fur: 
ther) they gave him over for dead or 
uncurable. Aiter which, Application 
being made to Me, when I had. well 
weighed his deplorable State, heard 
what had been done, and ſaw the la- 
mentable Effe@s thereof, I diſcerned 
that the Source of all was the Scarvy, 
and that nothing could alleviate that 
Evil, but Medicines of another Strain. 
Therelore, [ firſt of all gave him my 
Scorburic Cordial ( the Brain ' being 
deeply aftefted)) with my Pouder, re- 
peating that once in fix hours, and the 
Cordial as oft as he pieated. At Night 


gF01Ng to Bcd, I gave my Arcanuum 
Atetat- 
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Metallorum, and my Scorbutic Tinc« 
ture, 3o Drops at a time, in all his 
Drink, Day or Night. This Method 
being continued for ſome few Dayes, 
his Convulfions ceaſed, the Weakneſs 
of his Limbs began to abate ; and, in- 


ri- | ſtead of great Chilneſs and Coldneſs, 


that formerly attended, Warmth and 
Itchings began to diſcover themſelves, 
and (at laſt) gentle breathing Sweats : 
by which Means, his Palſy was taken 
off, his loſt Speech reſtored, by little 
and little he recovered the Uſe of his 
Limbs,and was at length wholly freed 
trom his Diſeaſe, and lived (tho al- 
wayes a weakly Man) Thirteen or 
Fourteen Years after. 


Example 2. 


An Aged Gentlewoman , afflicted 
with Rheumatiſm-like Pains, (atter an 
Autumnal Feaver) which Phyſicians 
labouring to remove, by applying 
cooling and altcring Things, did in- 
deed take off the external Dolours; om 

by 
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( by theit Remedies ) retracted tlie $6) 
Matter cauſing thoſe Pains inwards ſhe! 
to the Bowels and Mouth of the Sto [rec 
mach ; which great Evil deprived herDa 
totally of the uſe of her Limbs. Whilſt [#4 
in this fad and deplorable State, being [wt 
utterly given over, as a dying Perſon, ſcir 
or at leaſt uncurable, by her Phyſ-IMi 


cians, | was ſent unto. When I came, 
and had well conſidered her Condt 
tion, and found her Stomach to be fo 
very weak, as not able to retain a 
Glaſs of Sack, without rejecting the 
ſame ſuddenly by Vomit ; I did not 
in this Caſe c in Others) give her 
my Pouder at firſt, but my Scorbutic 
Cordial and Scorbutic T intlureas I law 
Cauſe, and the Exigency of her pre- 
ſent State required. When, by theſe 
Means, I diſcerned her Spirits to be 
fomewhat enlivened,and her Stomach 
fortified in ſome competent meaſure, 
I then gave my Pouder once a Day, 
and my Arcanum Metallorum at Night, 
Having continued this Method for 
ſix or ſcven Dayes, I found her Water 
began to Change, and ſome Signs of 
Yepa- 
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the [Separation therein, whereby I judged 
rds[her Digeſtion to be in fome meafure 
to- [jecovered. This Courſe I continued 
her [Day by Day for a long time together: 
iſt Jih which, I diſcerned that thoſe Pains;

ne, Iretired outward : after which many 
di-YPaftles came fortlt, and her Limbs by 
 fofflittle and little gathered Strength ;

6 hours ; my Scorbutic Tintture 1n all 
the Drink ſhe took ; my Arcanum Yes 
wris, and Arcaunm Metallorum every 
Night alternately; my Zy/feric Cor- 
H 2 dial, 
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ial, ard Flyfteric Drops, upon every 


Occaſion, or Exigency of Nature; not 
negfedting other Cordials (by inter- 
vals) for ftrpport. This Method, be- 
ing dayly contmued , till Strength 
came, and ſhe was able to move, did 
at laſt (with a few other Anxil/iaries) 
accompliſh the Cure fo apparently 
that the external Cxtis all peeled of, 
her whole Maſs of Bloud renewed, 
and fhe feemed unto All (that knew 
her) to have affamed a new Comple- 
x1o#, and Natuze. 

Note: "'Fhat this Woman had: not 
Sneezed in 6, or eight Months ; but 
upon the firſt Motion thereunto, the 
Congetation ſeemed to be much more 
eafy, and afrerwards fhe fneezed uſe 
ally twice a Day, and by that Means 
the Contraction daily feflened, nntil 
it was totally diffolved. 

Alſo, among the' varions Scenes, 
that hapned in this Diſeaſe, there ne- 
ver was any Purgation by Stools and 
Vomits; bat the Diſtemper gradually 
vaniſhed, by Tranſpiration , fmall 
Sweats, and-7rive, without any other 

{cnſible 
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ſenſible Evacuation thereof. And now 
ſhe hath attained her full Strength, 
and perfect uſe of her Limbs, with as 
great Activity of Spirit, as did ever 
attend her before, and bath ſince con- 
ceived with Child. 


It cannot rationally be expected I 
ſhould here ſet down every Accident, 
that hapned, and the particular 4«x:- 
liaries ] uſed, in this and the other 
Scorbutic Diſeaſes before ſpoken of : 
becauſe, ſo doing, I ſhould extend this 
Treatiſe to too great a Bulk, and ren- 
der it leſs ſerviceable (by augmenting 
the Price) than otherwiſe, as by me 
iotended, it is like to prove. I could 
alſo here ſubjoyn many more Examples 
of Scorbutic Diſtempers by me Cured, 
after the former Method ; but tor the 
lame Reaſon I omit them, and pro- 
ceed to Examples of Cures periormed 
in other Diſeaſes no leſs deplorable.

Of Convwulſrons. 


Inwilſions take beginning, either 
from an unnatural Fermentation 
ot the Jayces of the Body , whereby 
every Veſſel or Organ is overmuch di- 
ſturbed ; or by particular Compunttion 
or Compreſſion of the Nerves contra- 
ed ;. or elſe from Nature'strue Senſe 
of what 1s fit to be ſeparated from the 
Parts offended, :and her Endeavour to 
ſeparate the fame ; as 1s apparent 'in 
the ' Beginnings of | the Small Pox”, 
where the nutritive. Fayces are con- 
denſed, by reaſon of the Morbific Fer- 
ment, and ſo made unfit for the Nu- 
trition'of the Spirits, and the neceſfla- 
ry Separation appertaining thereunto; 
being wholly uncapable to be diſtri- 
buted to the Parts. Here Nature, 
regularly acting, makes Convulfrons, 
which open the Nerves, and render

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? the Matter of the Small Pox, or Fea- 
wers : for, ſo ſoon as the Convulſtons 
ceaſe, the Smal/ Pox appears ; as is 
ſufficiently evident by. the Events: 
and it 15 apparently manifeſt, that 
ſuch Convul/tons are ſooner Perioded, 
than the /deal,. And althd the Smal 
Pox or Feavers. be very Malignant ; 
yet it is rare to fee any One fail un- 
der thoſe Diftempers where Coruul- 
frons have — : th6 a Cornvulfion 
happening after thoſe Diſeaſes, is 
moſt trequently Mortal. For , the 
firſt is the reſult of Nature's ſtrife a- 

ainſt the Diſeaſe ; but the other 

the Diſeaſe being annihilated, and 
Nature overcome) ariſeth from the 
Terror of Death, of which it is @ gene- 
ral Prodrome. 

Alſo, the Superfluities , that Chil- 
dren bring with them into the Worlg, 
are the occaſional Cauſes of thoſe ms- 
ny Compulfrons , that attend them in 
their [xfancy, For, they being Ketents 
of the Materval Nourrfhment , which 
(coming then firſt under the Domi- 


ion of the Stomach of the Intant ) can- 
not

not be received as a Get, but are 
rejeted, and oppoſed as an Enemy to 
Nutrition; and if not ſubdued in the 
Att of the firſt Digeſtion , by Yomit-

Likewiſe, in Breeding Teeth, Con- 
vulſrons often happen ; For, by the

to make Convulſtons, that the Teeth 
may break through thoſe Fibres, im- 
peding their forth-coming. 

Bur moſt lamenrable are the /dea/ 
Convulfions, Which have their Origji- 
nal from Terror, Frights, or Fears : 
For the Spirit, by the amazement 
they infer , produceth a dark /maye, 
or Imprefſhion , by which it is over- 
whelmed, and fo driven to irregular 
Atetions , which occaſion uncertain 
Events ; becauſe being ſurprized with 
Stwpor, and not knowing what to do, 
it doth nothing to right purpoſe, by 
fwaſon of the variety of /maginations 

Which 
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which ( in theſe Caſes ) are as va- 
rious as the. Conceptions of the mind 
can be. 


Of the Cure of Convulſions, that hap- 
pen before the Small Pox, &c. 


'In the Cure of theſe Conval/tons, 1 
generally uſe my Pouder once 1n fix 
hours, by which the rigour of them 
5” uſually abated ; but , if in a ſhort 
rime the Convulſrons be not leſſened 
by the uſe thereof ; then I give my 
Arcauum Metallorum, or my Arcanum 
of Camphire (adminiitring either of 
them, as I ſee Cauſe) and repeat the 
Doſe once an Hour , till the. Convul- 
frons ceafe. 

Note: Here it is to be obſerved, 
that even in theſe Convulſrons (where 
my Medicines are uſed) the Fits are 
more frequent , but ſhorter , until 
wholly annihilated , and the Sma/

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Of the Cure of Convullions from Re- 
litts of Maternal Nouriſhment. 


Theſe Convulſons rarely happen , 
where my Pouder 1s given to Children, 
ſo ſoon as they are born , and often 
repeated ; and if they do afterwards 
ariſe , fuch Convulſrons are ſoon and 
calily taken off, by the Uſe of other 
Medicines prenominated. But, where 
Convulfons happen in Children, that 
have not had the Benefit of ſuch Re- 
medies ; there I mult confeſs the Work 
to be long, and irkſome, requiring 
Soundneſs of Judgment in the Phy/- 
cian, becauſe of the great Variation, 
that happens therein ; but more eſpe- 
cially, by reaſon of the DiſlatisfaRtion 
of Parents and Nurſes, ſeeing the 
Fits more frequent, tho much ſhor- 
ter, when under my Cure : For, I 
once knew a Child, fo afflicted that 
had an hundred Fits im one Day ; 
and this continued ten Days together, 
the number not leſſening ; yet, with 
this Advantage, (notwithſtanding the

Tendency, and truly gifted, act juſt as 
too Natwre requires, and ſo frequently act ' 
-ovel with greater force and certainty, than 
n 4Jany of a Specific operation can do. 
heyſBut there is too often a great failing 
Ivilgin Phyfictans, that they diſcern not 

Apoplexies before they ſeize, and fo 

cannot contribute help for prevent- 
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Of Impoſthumes. 


Mpoſthames are as various as the 

Juyces of the Body, yet all of them 

have kut one Original, which 1s 

the Retents of Superfluities, not 
capable to be ſeparated without Aper 
7108 of the Skin ; except fuch Reme- 
dies be uſed. that can further the Ke 
ſelution of what 1s Congealed or Stag: 
nized ; which Reſolnticn, fo procured, 
yickd more eaſe to Nature , and 15 
pcrſormed with leſs Anxiety , than 
when turned into Quizter. For. it 1s 
clear, if Natzre can ſeparate things, 
nc Corrupting them, her Go- 
vernment is not then much blemiſh- 
cd ; in the periormance of which, Ge- 
neral Medicines are only capable to 
aſlift her. Here Books muſt be laid 
altoe, all Recipes diſf-cſteemed, con- 
cluſive Judgment, and all Tedicat inn 
nevlected, but Nature holly tended, 
and referred to; We in the mcan 
while (bv a due 9 application of ſuit- 
able 
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able Remedies) adding Light to her 
to at by,and Power to overcome the 
preſent Stagnization. For 1n ſo doing, 
the Scene is altered, and Nature ren- 
dred capable with eaſe to remove 
That, which before could not be re- 
moyed, without too great Moleſta- 
tion. For the Wiſeſt of Men, upon 
the firſt Appearance of a 7Zumor, can- 
not by any known Rule judge of Na- 
ture's Capacity or Propenſity to deter- 
minate the £27/ ; or whether it be 
more profitable to reſolve, or ſuppu- 
rate the fame. As 1s apparent in ſome 
Tumors, where by attempting Keſolu- 
tion, the ſubtilleſt or thinneſt Parts 
being ſeparated, the Remainder is fo 
indurated,as not to be reſolved or ſup- 
purated; and fo it becomes the ſame, 
that Chyrurgeons call a Schirras. 


But, in ſuppurating 7umors, great 
Pains, Anguiſh, and difterent Symp- 
tomes, 1n diftering forms of Zlecats, 
Colds,&c. often happen ; through the 
Diſtreſs Nature lalls under, by reaſon 


of the Largencls of the 7amor,and the 


diſh- 
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difficulty to bring ſuch Evils to per- 
ſet Suppuration : and at laſt, unlek 
they open themſelves and be judici- 
vully handled, they are often changed 
from one thing into another. For, 
tis evident, that the Opening of ſome 
Tamors by Inci/ion, and keeping them 
open! by cratnming in of 7errs ( a 
Practice too often uſed) doth either 
chaage the nature of the 7amoy, of at 
leaſt prolong the Cure. Whereas, in 
either Caſe (viz. in Reſolution, Or Sup- 
puration) if Nature be well minded, 
no ſuch Symptomes or Accidents hap- 
pen. 
Now, if ſuch Errors be comfnitted, 
as 15 daily obvious they are, in Exter- 
nal 7mpoſthumes, how much more in 
the ternal ( I mean not thoſe, that 
are internally cauſed by Contufton, 
or other Acts of Violence ; becauſe of 
them I have elſewhere ſpoken) which 
are never feet, or known , but by 
their Effects > thd, in truth, every 
Internal Impoſthumation hath the ſame 
occaſtuhal Cauſe, ns the External 
have : For they, being alſo cauſed by 

tne 
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the Relifts of Nouriſhment not ſepa- 
rated, fall under the Laws of a diſtur- 
bed, or ſenſible Spirit ; which makes 
ſo great Variety in them, not ſenſibly 
to be difcerned by the Phy/iczan, that 
he muſt of neceſſity, ether refer him- 
felf to the help of fuch virtual Reme- 
dies, as are Capable to take off the 
Diſturbance, and fortifie the ſenſible 
Power of right Diſtin&ion in Nature ; 
or he can never arrive to fo much 
Satisfaction in himſelf, as (Scientifi- 
cally) to declare how, or which way, 
the Diſeaſe is, or may be cured. This 
is, by reaſon of the great Uncertainty 
of the Inclination of: Natwre in theſe 
Caſes: for ſometimes ſhee ſeeks to 
reſolve, or maturate the Relif, in the 
Place, where it is, which is a true na- 
tural Way ; at another time invirons 
the fame with a Ci/f:zs, in order to - 
Suppuration ; and at another Seaſon, 
and in another Place, fends forth Bloud 
out of the Yeins, intending thereby to 
ſeparate that Retent ( without Dige- 
ftion )by the common Paſſages; which, 
i topped or lerted by the way,quick- 


ly 
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ly tends to Pu : and then '(if in that 
form it be ſeparated) the Irruption is 
fo violent, that it ſometimes proves 
mortal ; as 1s too frequently apparent 
by thoſe Cataratts of Blond and Mat- 
er, that (in ſuch Caſes) iſſue out by 
the Noſethrils, by the ©reters, by 
Vomiting, by Stools and by the Womb. 
Here Nature her ſelf erroneouſly ads, 
like thoſe Phy/iczans, who inconſide- 
rately attempt to purge out Reten?s 
before they are digeſted; contrary to 
the Mind of /zppocrat 's, and the 
known Rule of Paracelſ«s, who faith , 
Every Diſeaſe (to which I add, every 
Diſeaſy-Inclination) ought to be cured 
in its own place. For tis evident,that 
ſome /mpofthumes are not wholly San- 
guineous; and the Retents,being rarc- 
ly ſuch, ( becauſe the Yeirs as they 
have their own Valves, ſo they have 
thetr peculiar Paſſages to evacuate 
Super jivaties by) the Bloud that at- 
tends them, 1s rather in order to- Re- 
ſolution, tham Putrefattion, provided 
Nature be in her own Path ; but if di- 


verted therefrom, either through the 
Want 
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want of Light in her ſelf to act by, or 
the Phyſician's Error (in miſ-applica- 
tion of Remedies) thoſe ſad Effects, 
above ſpoken of, do inevitably follow. 
For every Retent, which Nature can 
neither reſolve nor digeſt, (being for- 
faken) naturally corrupts,by the Heat 
and Moiſture of the Place, and ſo ma- 
keth a real Impoſthume : but Experi- 
ence proves, that thoſe Actions of Cor- 
rupting, may be prevented by a time- 
ly application of ſuitable Remedies ; 
as 15 apparent by the following Ex- 
ample. Where Relicts of preceeding 
Feavers are, there Nature ſends Bloud 
to be materiated, to maturate by pu- 
trefaction the offending Evil, in order 
to its Expulſion ; but it” prevented by 
due Medicines,and Tranfpiration hap- 
pens, then no Putrefa&tion follows. 
For where proper Means are uled, 
Bloud (extra Vaſa) is not corrupted, 
but kept from putrefying, or other- 
wiſe reſolved. without Pw; I my ſelf 
having often ſeen Bloud after long ex- 
travalation coughed up dry and hard, 
without the leait Sign of Putrefaction. 

Like- 
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Likewiſe every Yefel(of what kind 
dever) being over-filled, and Nature 
not capable to ſeparate the fame by 
the Common Patlages ; that Fullnefs 
(by her forſaken )becomes the Matter 
of /mpoſthumes. Or it any Matter be 
ſtagnized , that alſo is liable to the 
fame Tranſchangement,and produceth 
Efleds as bad, or worſe than the for- 
mer; as is ſufficiently witneſſed by 
the Dry Belly-Ache in the We/t-indies ; 
and by fome of our Country-Men af- 
flited with the Scurvey, in whom the 
Knots in their Nerves give a palpable 
Teſtimony, not only of Szagrization, 
but alſo of preternatural Congelation ; 
not much unlike to our knatty Gawig, 
or Tophuſes in the Lues, which hap- 
pen upon the Boxes ; where, for want 
of Internal Attradion of the Parts, or 
External Separation from them, the 
putritive Juice of the Parts is indura- 
ted, and thereby becomes the Matter 
it afterwards ſhews - ſe —_ Far, 
when a floating Evil, or Diſeaſy $pi- 
Tit n determind, afaults the Life. 
then affare ſends forth Bloud out of 


the 
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the Yezns, to encompaſs thit Spiritu- 
al Evil, to materiate the fame, and 
ſo makes Fiery Phlegwones, and Dif- 
caſes of like kind, which are true, 
real, and natural mpoſtbumes, proper 
Iſ«es of her own Intentions. 


Of Fiery _— in general, 
aud their Cure. 


I forbear to write particular Exam- 
ples of theſe Diſeaſes, becauſe they 
are ſo numerous, fo frequently cured 
by my Method, and fo certainly 
known to the Patients themſelves ; 
But in general the Tumors are large, 
the Blood ( at firſt appearance ) un- 
corrupted ; yet it is not long before 
great Pains, the Foreranners of Pu- 
trefacion, diſcover themſelves. And 
tho at the firſt manifeſtation of theſe 
Tumors, when only a weight and bur- 
then ypon the life is perceived, letting 
Blood doth ſomewhat diminiſh the 
Twmoer, and prevent Pain ; yet, if it 
bave & diſealy Charader, that doth 
not hinder the foregoing determina- 

tion 
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tion of Nature towards ſeparation ; 
but allaying part of her fury, doth 1 
acknowledge render the Suppurative 
Power leſs burthenſome. But if Qu77- 
ter be begun to be made, then Nature 
by Phlebotomy is hindred of her own 
Determination ; and being thereby 
weakened, languiſheth, and Ilabours 
to little purpoſe;making thoſe Diſtem- 
pers tedious in ſuppurating ; where- 
as, had not tEat ſuppoſed Expedient 
been uſed, Suppuration would much 
more ſpeedily have followed. 


The Cure. 


In the beginning of theſe Diſeaſes 

( whether inward, or outward ) if 
there be a tendancy to Pain, or no 
Pain, if a burthen be, I give my Pow- 
der once every 4 hours ; if Sweats 
happen after taking it, and the Pain 
be not great, the Tumor is ſoon reſol- 
ved. Burt if there be real Matter 
made in theſe 7umors, then th06 the 
Tumor ſeemingly decreaſe, yet the 
Irpoftumation cannot be — 
ut 
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- [but doth quickly and ſuddenly come 


to maturity ; and being throughly 
ripened, 15 as ſuddenly cured, yet if 
Pains increaſe after taking the Pouder, 
[give my Arcanum Yeneris once in 24 


hours,and my Pouder (as before is faid ) 
once every 4 hours; continuing this 
Courſe unto the end of the Cure. 
Note alſo,in External Caſes, I apply 
my Reſolving Cerot once in 12 hours. 


Of an Impoſthume in the Liver, and 
 2ts Care. 


| Being called to a Child 7 years of 

Age, having Hardneſs, Weight and 
Pain in his right Side, and a ſhort 
Cough, with an unfavoury Odour; 
which I ſtrictly obſerved, and thence 
preſently diſtinguiſhed (eſpecially at- 
ter | had compreſſed the Side of his 
Belly under the Ribs) what the Diſ- 
caſe was, and that the Seat of it was 
mn the Liver ; yet, not willing to be 
happy in my own Diſtinction, I de- 
ſired an intimate Friend of mine (One 
of the honoured Society of the Col- 
K ledge 
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ledge of Phyſicians ) to accompany 
mee, to ſec the progreſs of this Di- 
ftemper ; Which he obſerving, tully 
concurrd with me as to the Seat of 
the Diſeaſe. 

The Cure hereof was thus per- 
form'd ; The firſt day I gave my Pou- 
der once in 4 hours, my Arcanum 
Peneris at Night, and my Aperitive 
Spirit in Drink, as often-as the Child 
drank; and outwardly I applied my 
Reſolving Oyl. After the firſt or ſecond 
Day (continuing the ſame Method) 
I found the Tumor did not increaſe in 
Magnitude,but the Dolour was mach 
augmented, till two Nights were paſt. 
The third Night, the Pain leſſened, 
and within a Day or two after, the 
Child being taken with..great Sick- 
neſs, and Vomiting, a large quantity 
of ſuppurated Matter was caſt forth; 
and no ſooner was a ccſlation of that 
Vomiting, but great Coughing hap- 
pened, whereby more of the ſame pu: 
trid Matter was plentifully ſpit up. 
After which,the Child falling to ſleep 
and reſting, no more Vonuting fol- 

lowed 
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lowed ; but the Coughing and Spit- 
ting cohtinued ( by Intervals) for 
daies together. This time expired, the 
Coughing began to abate, and the 
Urine thenceforth was filled with pu- 


Irulent Matter, which continued to 


come forth in great quantity (with 
the Urine) for 7 daies together, not 
ſkeminig to be diminithed in all that 
Time. About the eighth, day hap- 

ned a looſe Stool (the Child having 
been coſtive all the time before) in 
which appeared the fame purulent 
Matter, as was before ſeparated by 
Vomiting,Coughing,and Urine. From 
that time, the Urine began to clear, 
and fo continued clearing each Day 
unto perfeCt Recovery. In this Cure 
no other Medicines were uſed, than 


thoſe above ſpecified. 


Note : Notwithitanding this Child 
had Stools each day after his firſt looſe 
Stool, yet (except that once) no Pus 
appeared in the Excrements. Allo, it 
is worthy of Note, That during the 
whole Care, no Bloud came forth with

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the purulent Matter ; a ſufficient Te- 
ſtimony of the perfect Suppuration 
thereof. 


Of an Impoſthume of the Stomach, | 


and its Cure. 


A Young Woman coming to me, 
having great /Dolour in her Stomach, 
and that largely extended to hardneſs 
on the outſide, yet compreſiive ; not- 
withſtanding the many Remedies ſhe 
had taken(according to the Judgment 
of her Phyſicians) pro dolore Wentri- 
cali, the Anguiſh of her Stomach in- 
creaſed, her Spirits languiſhed , ſhe 
was ſubject to great Heats and Colds, 
Hyſ/teric Paſſions, Fumings 1n her Head, 
uncertain S/eeps,&c. indubitate Signs 
of an /mpoſthume preſent. In this Con- 
dition I took ther into my-Care, and 
proceeded in her Cure, as followes. 


I gave her my Pouder 'once in fix 
hours for the firit day, and my Arca- 
wn Metalorum at Night ; and daily 


continued the ſame Method, with my 
Scor- 
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Scorbutic TinAure in all her Drink. In 
7 or 8 daies time,the /mpoſthume open- 
ing, ſhe voided by Yomit a large quan- 
tity of Pas ; and for 4 or 5 daies after 
(raking the Poxder) vomited every 
ay, and brought up part of the Ci/fis. 
At 5 daies end the Pouder wrought 
downwards, and the purulent Matter 
came away by Stools, with the re- 

maining part of the C7/ts. 
Note : Here was no Separation by 
Urine, for that was clear (as the Urine

Urine, 


A Woman complaining of great 
Pains 1n the Sides of her Belly and 
Loyns, without any ſign of 7umefatti- 
os (ſenſibly perceived by her Self) 
tho full of Pain and Torturc ; when 
all Means failed, uſed by other Phy- 
ficians, (they judging her to be afflict- 
ed with Cholic-Paſtons ; becauſe of the 
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Heats, Colds, Tying up, and preat 
Anguiſh ſhe endured ) applyed her 
ſelf to me. This deplorable Caſe of 
hers, not being at all obvious to my 
Diſtintion, and finding no place for 
any peculiar Remedy, 1 oe my Pou- 
der firſt, as in other Caſes I had ufu- 
ally done ; and (becauſe the Pain was 
in the deſcending Parts )my Aperitive 
Drops in all her Drink, and my Arca- 
num Metallorum. The Pouder I gave 
but once in a day, and the Arcanum 
every Night. This Method I conti- 
nued for 10 daics ; in which time the 
Pains daily leſſened, and all bad Symp- 
tomes vaniſhed. Yet, being careful, 
that no Relidt might be left, 1 appoint- 
ed the fame Medicizes to be taken, in 
the ſame Order, for 4 daies longer ; in 
which ſpace of time came away by 
Urine a little long Bag (fome Drops 


of Bloud preceeding the exit thereof ) 
in which was contained Matter per- 
tetly fuppurated. Notwithſtanding 
this, ſhe continued the Uſe of th 
Pouder, for ſome Weeks after, unto 
periect Recovery.

Of an Impoſthume in th: Head, 
and its Cure. 


A Man of middle Age, having 


| weight, punCturing and a Swimming 


in his Head, being perſwaded to take 
my Medicines, uled them for a ſmall 


"| time according to my Order ; but, 


finding his Pain to increaſe, refuſed to 
be longer governed by my Directions. 


"After this, taking Advice of Others, 


he uſed Sternutories, whereby iſſued 


by the Noſtrils a very ſmall quan- 


tity of Bloud and Matter. Theſe Re- 


q medics not producing that Eaſe he 


expected, his Phyſicians adviſed him 
to Purge ; in the doing of which, ap- 
peared both Matter and Bloud in his 
fxcrements : and, tho the Pur; ge WAS 
very gentle, yet this Loopneſs conti- 


'| nucd upon him for ſeveral daics, infer- 


ing ſo great Weakneſs of Body, that he 
was not able to walk the length of a 
Room. Bloud and Matter itjued at 

I 4 every 
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every Stool, and the Torment then 
was greater 1n his Belly, than in his 
Head. He languiſhing thus, and him- 
ſelf and his Friends diſcerning their 
own Inadvertency,to follow a ſpecious 
(but groundleſs) Hope of the Advan- 
tage of Separation by Szools ; and find- 
ing his Weakneſs greater than before, 
referred themſelves a ſecond time to 
me. Then I gave my Pouder every 
2 hours, my Coralline Cordial once an 
hour ; which Medicines, tho they did 
ſomewhat caſe the Pain in the Be/4y, 
and leſſen the Quitter which was cxo- 
nerated with the Excrements ; Yet 
was it full rodaies time, b-fore a ſtop 
was put to this unnatural way of Se- 
paration. 


Note : As the Dolour of the Pa- 
tient's Belly decreaſed, the Pain of his 
Head increaſed ; and then, to his own 
Senſe, his Head was ſeemingly ex- 
rended. 

Percciving this, I every Night gave 
my Arcanum Veneris, and the Pouder 
every 4 hours: Then in 4, or 5 Daies 

the 
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the Impoſthume in the Head opened 
afreſh, yielding through the Noſtrils 
and Mouth an indifterently large 
quantity of Matter, but imperfectly 
concodted ; together with ſmall pieces 
of Skin, and at laſt ſo much skin, as 
extended upon a Trencher, was as 
large in length, as the Trencher it 
ſelf. Afterwards more ſmall pieces of 
Skin came away ; but in Conclaſion, 
nothing except Bloud and Matter was 
vented, till the extirpation thercof.

A Woman middle-aged, having for 
ſome Months laboured under the 
great trouble of an mpoſthume open- 
£d, as was manifeſt by the fetid Mat- 
ter, that flowed from her Noſtrils and 
Mouth, having fo great a Swimming 
in her Head, that ſhe could not go 
half a Flight-ſhot, without reſting ; 
and ſo great a Senſe of Fulneſs in her 
Head, that (putting her Finger into 


her Ear) ſhe could feel the floating

Matter moveable ; after all endeavors 
had been uſed, by Errins, Purgations, 
Drying-Drinks, and whatſoever other 
Means her Phyficians thought moſt 
fit to be practizd ; the PutrefaRtion 
being not changed, nor the FluQtua.

me. 

In this Caſe, I uſed nothing but my 
Ponder twice a day, for ſeveral daies 
together, and my Aperitive m__ - 
all her Drink _—_ that time.

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dies, her Head was reduced to its pri- 
ſtine ſtate, Weakneſs only continui 
in that Part.This Cure was ka 


many Years ſince. 


Note : It is impoſſible to write of 
all particular Caſes of Tmpoſthumes, 
(th6 very briefly, they being ſo nu- 
merous, and daily preſented) without 
enlarging the preſent Work to too 
great a Volume ; therefore I refer the 
Reader to the Reaſons urged by me in 
the foregoing Prologue to theſe Ex- 
amples : becauſe the Medicines ( by 
me uſed) are one and the fame in 
every kind of Impoſthume ; without 
other Variation, than what occaſional 
Accidents may cauſe me to uſe. 
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Of Feavers, Putrid, Malignant, Epis 
demical, or Accidental, 


All theſe Feavers are fo well known, 
and fo frequently happen, that they 
need no Defcription : for, whether the 
Patients be taken with Chilneſs, Head- 
ach, Vomiting, Pain in the Back, or 
other Symptomes ; they are all ( by 
me) cured after one and the fame 
Method, with ſmall, or very little Va- 
rlation. 

I alwaies give my Porder, in the 
beginning of thele Di/ſtempers, and 
order the ſame to be repeated every 
four hours. And then, it a tendency 
to Putrefaition be in the Chyle, the 
Pouder either makes Yomits, or ſtops 
them: Yet, in theſe Caſes, Sweats do 
not ſuddenly follow the taking the 
Pouder, till all the putretaQtive Diſpo- 
ſition 1s removed ; however, on the 
fourth day a laudable ZHypoſtafts will 
appear in the ©rine : after which 
time , conſtant Sweats follow unto 
the end of the Cure, which ( it my

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Simplex be daily uſed with the Pox- 
Fis uſually compleated on the 7th 
Day. But, in Epidemics, that are 
continual, if the Patients take the 


. | Pouder ſo ſoon as they are ſeized with 


Shiverings, then Sweats quickly fol- 
low (unleſs the Chyle be infedted ) 
without Yomiting, or Looſneſs: and if 
the Pouder be repeated once in four 
hours, it rarely happens, that the 
Care is not finiſhed, on the third, 
fourth, or fifth Day at fartheſt, if the 
Sweats ( coming forth in the mean 
time) have not been check'd.

In theſe Continual Feavers , tho 
ſtronger Paroxyſmes daily be,or every 
other day ; yet, in the: Intermiſſions 
the Feaver is not wholly off.

theleſs, in theſe Caſes, I follow the; 
fame Method, as in the other Fea, 
vers, with this Variation only, viz. ſ, 
That I give my Simplex (or Febrifu-J, 
gal Drops) once in an hour or two;f, 
both in the Paroxyſme, and Intermiſ- 
fron. This Order being obſerved,thele JF 
Feavers are generally terminated, at I

Theſe Feavers, according to my 
Opinion, are far better and much 
more fafely-Cured without;than with 
the Jeſuits-Pouder ; becauſe I never 
found their long 'Continvance preju- 
dicial to Nature ; except where Nature 
her {lf, or Phyficians, have inferred 
Dammage, by not reſolving Matter, 
and Spirit, at the ſame time ; there- 
fore, I here 'ſpetk noturther of them. 


Likewiſe of :Sma// Pox and Meazles, 
Diſeaſes -very well known, 1 forbear 
to write any thing ; except -this ob- 
{ſervation , "That their Malignity is 
ſomewhat abated, their Matter dimi- 
mihed, and the Patients continue in 
Sweats moſt of the time, by the uſe 
of my Medicines: And of Convulſtons, 
preceeding the ſaid Small Pox, T ſpeak 
not here, becauſe they are ſufficiently 
treated of in the Chapter of Convul-

Of Floudirgs in General. 


Floudings, ſo well known , and 
too often lamented, are frequently 
ſtopped, but never cured, by Partzicu- 
lar Remedies: Therefore, in ſuch 
Caſes, I give my Poxder once in two 
or four hours, and continue+'the uſe 
thereof, jn the fame Method,. till the 
Floudings ceaſe, which uſually is in a 
day or two after the firſt admini- 
{tration of the Medicine ; allo all 
Acrimonies ( occaſioned by thoſe 
Flogdings ) are taken off,and the Cure 

L 4 happily 
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happily effeted by the -uſe of that 


Remedy only ; which performs not 
this by a forcile ſtopping 'or binding, 
( as particular Medicives uſually do, ) 
but by inciting Nature, to free her 
ſelf from that Inordinancy ; which 
being done every natural Evil, uſual- 
ly attending fuch Fldings, is cer- 
tainly remaved : For Nature, afſliſted 
thereby, permits not the Bloud to 
corrupt-4n the Womb; through the 
Atrrimony of which foul Ulcers 
are often formed , nay , fometimes 
Sphacela s are induced, andfother Evils, 
to the ruin of the: Patient. * 

But, 'becauſe what is hitherto 
written: will unto moſt men ſeem 
only an Hiſtdrical Relation of Womb- 
Diſeaſes in general; no particular Cure 
being hereunto annexed ; 1 therefore 
now deſcend. to a more plain Demen- 
ftration, particularly: proving, by ſe- 
veral' Examples, the Power and ex- 
traordinary Service of my Remedies, 
when uſed as is fit, in rhoſe ſad and 
deplorable Caſes aboye mention» 
ed.

Yet, having 
read /ipoerates ( of whoſe Sinceri- 
ty and 'deep $#3/l, in curing Diſeaſes 
of his time, no Prudent Mar, unto 
this day, doubts ) and finding him 
to proclaim mpoſthumes, and Ulcers 
of the Womb, not curable in- Women 
with Child, I was very loath to be 

CON» 
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concern'd in this Caſe : but, Impor- 
tunity and Neceſffity overweighing, 
I adventurd to - apply my-ſelf to the 
Cure. In order to which I firſt gave 
my Pouder, once in 8 . hours, and 
my Amranum Veneris , at Night going 
into Bed. This Method was continu- 
ed every Day, without other Medicin”s 
( except/fome ſmall Cordials for Sup- 
port ) unto the time of her Delive- 
ry. ' During which ſpace of 'Time , 
after the takmhg theſe Medfrines) Mats 
ter flowed each Day'more ' than ' 0- 
ther, {or a great 'part”of that time;

ly, 'thar6before ; but when the time 
of her Delivery drew:'near,. the Mat- 
ter, 'thitt-eame+ forth; 'was leſs and 
lefs cach - day. -Aﬀter" 'Delivery , '-1 
viowing the Bag, in which the Child 
had been. contained, did. plainly dit- 
cern the Compaſs of the /mpoſthume, 
and ſome part of the-Matzter unreſol- 
ved, upon the Out-fide of the Bag.

A Woman with Child, before quick- 
ning, being ſwelled ( to outward 
appearance ) like one ready to be de- 
livered, ſent for me : I ſeeing the Wo- 
man,and hearing how it was with her, 
could not but be'amazed , andidoubt 
of the reality of her Conception: Ne- 
vertheleſs becauſe I well knew the 
certainty, and” effecacious Power of 
my: Medicines ( above ſpecified.) in 
Caſes no leſs deplorable, I rejedted all 
thoughts of particular Remedies, and 


applyed my ſelf to that general Me- 
thod

thod IT had formerly ufed. Acvor- 
dingly,l gave my Pouder, Night and 
Morning , for three days; yet no 
ſeparation hap'ned during that 
time ; but the Woman found her ſelf 
ſomewhat iffore lively than before. 
The fourth Day, I gave my Arcanum 
Metallorum, and the following Mor- 
ning my Peuder: That Day came 
forth a Dribbling of Farer, and the 
next Day more. This Method I con- 
tinued, and, in three Days time after, 
more than too Gallons f Water, was 
voided, and the Drep/ſy ſeparated. 
Then I ordered the Pauder to be ta- 
ken Night and Mornizg, until Quick- 
ning ; and all the time after of her - 
being with Child, I preſcribed to her 
the ſame Pouder, to be taken a Day 
or two. at a time , whenſoever any 
Appearance of a Return of the Dropſy 
was ; and, by this means, ſhe went 
out her full time, had a found Ch:/d, 
and ſeveral Children aſter, and hath 
continued Well and in ZXealth for 
about theſe ſeven Years ſince. 
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Example 3. 


Of an Vicer in the Womb. 


In this ſad Caſe, the Neck of the 


Womb was ramified, uneven, hard in 
one place,tender'in another,and raw in 
a third;as was clearly teſtified by divers 
Midwifes then preſent: TheSarzes, that 
flowed from thence, was Red, Yel- 
tow, and greeniſh White. In Cure of 
this Foman, I gave my Pouder every 
Day once, and at Night my Arcanuw 
of Metals , and { perhaps ) the nexr 
Night my Arcanam Yeneris,changing 
them as I faw occaſion ; but my Por- 
der 1 always gave once a Day. Du- 
ring this Cure, many Changes and 
Accidents hap'ned, to which I appli- 
ed particular Remedies, too long to 
be here incerted. After ſome Serzes 
of time, all theſe Aecidents vaniſhed, 
and the fuppurated Matter by little 
and little abated, and at length 4 
ect 
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{et Health followed. This Woman af- 
ter her Recovery Conceived, and hath 
had ſeveral Childrei ſince , and is 
alive at this day. This Cure Was 
performed © about ſeven Years a-

Example. 4. 
Of a Tumified Womb. 


A young Wiman, labouring under 

a natural Deficiency propagated to 
her, ſtriving to extrude it ſelt by He- 
meroids and Piles, being alſo at the 
fame time afflicted with a Tumified 
Wimb, hard and fore, ſo that ſhe 
could not poſhbly bear the Congreſs 
of her Hustand ; and having long fu- 
ſinned this Calamity,and finding the 
Remedies of other  Phyſacians ullels, 
applicd her felt to me. I ſtreight, in 
order to her Cure, gave her my Pou- 
der every Morning, and my Arca- 
num Veneris, every Night, appointing 
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Drink, .by twenty Drops. at a time, 
2s often | as ſhe drank. And this Me- 
thod: was continued for full four 
Months; after which time ſhe quick- 
ly Conceived with Child, and hath 
ever ſince remained well, though ſhe 
were cured of thisMalady diversYears 
ago, 


Example. 5. 


Of a Mola. 


Being called to a Woman, labour- 
ing under great Floudinfs, who con- 
ceited her felf to be with Child; when 
[ had obſerved the great quantity of 
Bloud, that came from her, the Mid- 
wiſe ( then preſent ) gave me an ac- 
count of the cloſure of the Womb ; 
and fo, an Impollibility of diftin- 
guithing the Concern. I finding her 
Caſe 'fuch , cauſed the Pouder to be 
given twice in one hour ; in which 
rune, the Flux of Bloyd began to 
ſtop, - and the 1/omb to open a little, 
yet no more than ſufficed to "_* 
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the Midwifes finger to diſtinguiſh 
ſomewhat unufu Whereupon 1 
deſired her to give me ſome more 
plain Teſtimony of . what ſhe felt ; 
and by her words T judged it to be no 
Chitd. And as I judged, 1o it proved: 
for, when the Midwife could ſome- 
what better reach, what ſhe had be- 
fore touched , ſhe: brought forth a 
Gleuy Matter, white and clear: I, 
ſeeing this, ordered her to bring it 
away as faſt as ſhe could ; but , ſhe 
 ( having no more place open, than 
or one Finger to enter ) brought it 
away by piece-meal, F giving ſome 
Cordial for ſupport to the afflicted 
Woman, in the mean time, This 
Matter I cauſed ( when as much was 
brought away, as poſſibly could be 
by the Midwifes Finger”) to be pur in- 
to a Baſon of Water, where it joyned 
all together, and ſeemed in quantity 
to be no leſs than a Quart would con- 
tain. Now becauſe ( without force ) | 
the Womb could be no further open- 
ed, the Remainder was left to the 
power of Medicine. Therefore I gave 
my 
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my Pouder every hour. for twenty 
four hours; at the end of which, this 


adly diſtreſſed Womar began to be 


[pretty ſedate and quiet, and no Bloud 


appeared : for I think ſlice had before 


! [evacuated all , or the greateſt part of 


all ſhe had. Then I gave my Poader 
twic2 or thrite a Day, for ſeveral 
Dayes after, arid ſometimes my Ar- 
canim Veneris. During this Care the 
leanſings were not Sanguineous, but 
Aqueous, and continued for Seventy 
wo Days. In all which time no 
Bload appeared, but a Clean/ing Water, 
bmetimes of one Colour, Hmetimes 
of another , as 1s Commos to other 
Women After this, ſhe each Day in- 
reaſed in Strength, and at length bes 
came perfectly well , and hath fince 
tad ſeveral Children. 

Now, foraſmuch, as I have (in all 
the Diſeaſes dbove-named) made fre- 
quent mention of my Pouder, ſhew- 
99x the particular uſe thereof in thoſe 

aſes ; but have never yet Publiſhed 
the General uſe of the fame, though it 


ſkems to me to be of greater concern 
M to

to the Publick, than any other Med;- 
cine before fpecify'd ; I am therefore 
willing here to ſubjoyn a ſuccinct 
and plain Deſcription of the General | 
uſe of this Pouder , and alſo of my þ 
Scorbutic Tintture ( the firſt being || 
more Material ,; the latter more S$pz- | 
ritual) for the neceſlary help of par- 
ticular Perſons or Families , where | 
Phy/icians are not eaſily to be had: |, 
experimentally knowing the Pouder 
to manifcſt its Operation chiefly in the 
firſt Dige/tion,and the Efetts thereof ; 
and the 7inilare to be ſingularly uſe- 
jul, for Purvfication ct the Bloud, open- 
ing the Obſtruction of the Nerves, 
Spleen, Liver, and Gall, ſeparating 
the fuperfiuous moiſture of the Glaw- I 
dilzs, and acrimonious Humors 1n 
the Reins. 


Of the ſe of the Pouder. 


In the beginning of every Diſeaſe, 
known or unknown , where the S$z0- 
mach is concerned, there I give the 
Forder ftirft ; which, tho 1t may not he 
Cure 
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re (as in Apoplexies) yet it is more 
e than any other commonly known 
4 temedy, either of the Shops , or. of 
a ky Modern. Phyſicians of Publick 
Y Note at this Day : becauſe it is not 
mnly ſubſervient to Nature in prevent- 
ng the formation of Dzſeaſes ; but is 
allo (if timely taken ) ſufficient to 
nervate, or nullifie their exiſtence 
** fihen formed. For in the Primary 


w fault of any Diſeaſe (that is, upon 
c e firſt perceivance of Illneſs) being 
* nce or twice taken, it either wholly 


revents the growth and increaſe of 
N- Fhat Diſeaſe, or renders it fit to be 
®> Fore cafily cured with other Me- 
1B Wicines. | 
m | In Diſeaſes arriv'd to ſome height, 
;5of two or three Dayes, or longer 
ontinuance, eſpecially it undetermi- 
ate, this Pouder ſometimes ſolely and 
ne works ( being taken at firſt 
ice or thrice a Day, and afterwards 
ſe, orning and Evening,) unto pertpt 
ecovery ; but, in Intermitting Fea- 
be þrs I alwayes give it an hour before 
Of the Fir, Inevery Epidemic, Putrid, 
” M 2 or 
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or Acute Feaver, it anſwers the regu. 
lar Intention of Nature ; becauſe it 
ſometimes Yomiteth, Purgeth, and it 
provokes Sweats (without the help off ri 
Cloathes more than uſual) and other-J ri 
while ſtayeth Yomzting and Looſneſs || (e 
arifing from Nature's Errour , or de-| at 
bility of Parts, or Organs ; reMifyingf be 
her Errour, and ſtrengthening thef r: 
Parts. Alſo it ſtops thoſe Morbifch hi 
Sweats, that ariſe from Languziſhment; 

or alters fuch Sweats, as are produced 
by forcible Dzaphoreticks, unſeaſona- 
bly uſed, contrary to the intent 0 
Nature. 

In Yertigoes, and all Delours 0 
the Z/ead,: Stomach, Back , or Sides, 
it 1s a edicine of general Uſe andF it 
Service. tt 

In the //iac and Chelic Paſſions, iN 
Numneſſes,and all Pains in the Muſcles, 
that happen from the Scurvey; or 1n 
any other Congealed Diſtemper , 0 
what may be comprehended underſ tc 
the Name of Congel/ation, this Pouderf a 
proves it felf a powerful Remedy ; be b 
cauſe, if taken in hot Peſſet-Drin: 
Sweats 
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| Sweats uſually follow the taking 


thereof. 

Alfo, in every Scorbutic Diſtemper 
it is very available, and acts as va- 
rionſly as the Scorbutic Forme 1s va- 
rious ; for in all Fluttuations, or Di- 
ſeaſes of Reſolution, it 1s no leſs ſervice- 
able, than in Congealed Dy/tempers ; 
becauſe being a Medicine truly Natu- 
ral, Nature can uſe it either way, to 
her own benefit. 

In Pleurifies, Bruiſes , and all Im- 
p1/thames inward or outward, it will 
compleatly anſwer the Deſire of a 
good Phy/ician : for it powerfully re- 
liſts Putrefattion ; and thd it cannot 
always prevent /mpoſt' umation , or 
hinder Putrefattion when begun ; yet 
it ripens the Matter begun to be Py- 
trified, and afterwards expels it when 
perfetly digeſted. 

In the &5/oudy-Flux it 15 2 certain 
and ſpeedy Cure, even to admiration ; 
alſo in the Gripping of the Guts , at- 
tended with vehement Yomitings, and 
a continued Looſneſs,it effects ſo much, 
beyond the. Power of other Med:- 
M 3 CIHES, 
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:Cines, as is ſcarcely credible ; yet the 

ſame Pouder, in extream Coſtiveneſs, 
accomphiherh the Work, by looſening 
the Belly. 

In the Small-Pox, taken in the be. 
ginning of the Diſeaſe, it cauſeth Yo. 
miting, Purging, or Sweats, and then 
binds the Body (as is fit) and brings 
out the Small-Pox ; tortifying the Lk 
as far as it is gifted for that work. 

In the Jaundies, no Medicine, that 
ever I uſed, exceeds this: for it 
extirpates that Diſeafe, Root and 
Branch. | 

This Pouaer , - frequently taken, 
prevents the Formation of Worms in 
the Body ; where Matter of Worms is 
made, it expels that; and -if Worms 
be really formed, enableth Nature to 
caſt them out alive or dead. 

In Surfeits , contracted from Fx- 
ceſſes of Meats, Drinks, or over-great 
Labour it is ſingularly uſeful} ; becaufe 
it either cauſeth Yomrtings, or Stoels, 

or provokes Sweats powerfully, there- 
by to clear the firſt Dig:/?ron, or re- 
ſolve the Conge/ation, Cauſed by thok 
Exceſſes. [n 
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In Convalſions, it is highly ſervice- 
able,as (in the C hapter of C onvulſions I 
have largely ſhewed ; ) and if given 
to Children newly Born, and tor ſome 
time uſed , it prevents ſuch Fits, by 
carrying off thoſe Crudities Children 
bring with them into the World. 

In all highly Malignant, and Pe/tr- 
lential Diſeaſes , it proves it felt a 
true Succour to Nature, if taken eve- 
ry four hours. For in ſuch Caſes it 
acts vigorouſly towards expelling all 
Venomes. 

In Feminine Diſeaſes, all Intempe- 
rancies, Inordinacies , and Diitempe- 
ratures of the Womb, tis a certain and 
ſpeedy Remedy. 

If Women with Child take the Pou- 
der upon any Senſe of Il|neſs,or where 
a Tendency to Abortion 1s ; it pre- 
vents the Danger thereof by ſtreng- 
thening the Womb. In the Birth it 
brings on Pains, and haſtens the La- 
bour with Safety ;-but if the natural 
time of Delivery be not near, it re- 
ſtreins Pains until that time comes. 
It ſtops Floudings,lacilitates the Birth, 

M 4 -and 
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and cleanſeth as is fit, curing the 
Aſter-Pains ; and in Women Lying in, 
anſwereth the Neceſſities of the Pa- 
tient, either in Cleanſing or Stren;s 
thening. 

Likewiſe , the Monthly Flux is by 
this Remedy brought into due Order ; 
if inordinate, it checks that inordi- 
nacy ; if too little or not at all, it 
brings down the fame in due time and 
Order ; being taken at certain times 
of the Moon, with reſpe&t had to the 
Age of Women or Toung Maids. There: 
fore, in the Larter (with other ſmall 
helps) it ſometimes cures the Green 
Sickneſs, altering the Inordinacy of 
the Appetite , and brings them to a 
due Szate of Fealth, and right Colour 
of Complexron.

Breaſts of Women, this Pouder is of 
great Service. it 
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It ſtrengthens a weak Stomach, 
enabling it to retain the Food, and 
digeſt it ; eſpecially if taken fo foon as 
the Parties have eaten. And in all 
Weakneſſes of old Age, fo far as the 
firſt Digeſtion is concerned , it is of 
ule. 

The Doſe to a Man or Woman, full 
grown, 1s 3j. toa Child newly-born, 
7 Or 10 gr. and fo proportionably to 
all Ages, between the Birth and full 
Growth. . It is to be repeated once in 
4, 6, 8, or 12 hours, according to the 
manner of its Operation, and the Ne- 
ceſſity of the Sick. The Yehicle may 
be either Breaſt Milk, Beer, AleWine, 
or Mace- Ale, as the Patients belt like, 
or the Neceſlity of the Diſeaſe ſhall 
require. 

Note : In the Uſe of this Pouder, 
let the. following Gezera/ Rule be al- 
wayes obſerved. Whether it worketh 
by Vomiting, Purging , Sweating , or 
7rine, ſo long as any ſuch Operation 
laſteth, it ought to be continued ; fo 
likewiſe, in reſtreining diſeaſy Sweats, 
contra-natural FYomiting, or Purging, 

| | Conti- 
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continue the uſe of the fame,until it be 
clearly feen, that Nature hath no fur- 
ther need thereof in that Exigency. 


Of the Uſe and Doſe of the TinAure. 


In Apoplextes, Palſys, Kertigoes , 
and Epilephes, Rheumatiſms, Gouts, 
Stone, Stranguries (too frequent I(- 
ſues of the Scurvey) andother Di/tem- 
pers,that have their Propagation from 
things congealing , or too much acri- 
monious , inferring Pains or Num- 
x-([es,&c. T have by Experience found 
this 7initure to be of general Tſe 
and Service, if taken in the fallowing 
Order. 

Conſidering moſt of the Diſeaſes 


above-named, are either F/ereditary, 


or of long Continuance, or Both , it is 
expedient 1n all the aforeſaid Caſes, 
that this Tinfure be taken daily four 
times a Day (in Beer, Ale, or Wine) 
ewenty Drops at a time,when the Sto- 
mach 1s molt empty ; but more eſpe- 
cially; let it be taken in the Morning 
fafting, and at Night going into Bed, 

without 
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without mixing the ſame with any 
Specific, or diret-working Medicine : 
though (it muſt be underſtood) that 
this 7inture muſt never be taken, but 
in ſome Liquor, or other. 

In Scorbuti:k Aﬀetts, appearing in 
other forms than above deſcribed, nfe 
the Tinture in the ſame manner, un- 
til the Diſeaſes be abated, never uſing 
any other Medicine with it , except 
my Pouder, or other Medicines above 
Fpecified in the Chapter of the SCUFUY; 
only the Doſe muſt ſometimes be in- 
creaſed; as it mult alſo in alt Ten- 
dencies to Stagnization, whereof chil- 
Teſs, and coldnelſs are fore-runners. 

In all /mpurities of the Bloud, of 
whar kind foever, whether Pox, Sur- 
fets, Scaby , Petters, Scales, Ring- 


worms , Spots,” Freckles, Morphews, 


Sores 1n the Mouth , or other Parts, 
if conſtantly'taken (in manner afore- 
fag} for a Month' together, 2z. Four 
times 2 Day ,-or as often as the affli- 
&ed Party drinks , and the external 
Parts walked: with his (or her) 2rire 
every Morning and Evening, it will 

a prove 
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prove it ſelf a very effetual Re- 
medy. 

In the Green-Sickneſs, and Femi- 
nine Obſtruftions, this Tinfure is of 
ſingular uſe, if taken three, or four 
times a Day in Drink : For, it reſtores 
their loit Complexion, and opens all 
Obſtructions of Spleen and Liver. 
Alſo it cleanſeth the Spicen and Reins, 
eaſeth the Dolowurs of the fame; and 
is of admirable Service, in Hypochon- 
driac Melancholy. But in theſe Dz- 
ftempers it muſt be taken inall Drinks, 
or Liquid Meats the Patients ule, 
viz. 15 Drops at a time, and con- 
ſtantly every Day, until their Aﬀi- 
tions are altered 

In the Di/tempers of Old , or de- 
clining Age, as A/thma's, Coughs, Qc. 
that ariſe from the debility of the 
Tranſpirative Faculties ; by reaſon of 
which , they labour under ſhortneſs 
of Breath, and troubleſom Phlegm, it 
is beneficial. For, alth6 this 7zuture 
cannot whally take off theſe Diftem- 
pers from: aged Perſans ; yet it doth 
much alleviate them ; pravided £00 
re- 
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frequently taken, and that in a large 
Quantity, viz. 4 Drops at Night go- 
ing into Bed, and alſo every Morning 
faſting. 

In Swppreſſion, Difficulty, or Sharp- 
neſs of Urine, it is an EfteQtual Reme- 
dy, it 20 Drops be taken Morning and 
Evening in Mace-Ale, or in a Deco- 
ion of Malowes it they deſign Eaſe ; 
or Parſley-Roots, 1t they intend Ex- 
pulſion. 

In Convulhons , Lethargies , great 
Pains, Weights , or Numneſſes of the 


Head, it 1s profitable, it taken 4 times 


a Day, 20 Drops at a time. 

Againſt Pains in the Stomach, and 
the Weakneſſes thereof, it is very efft- 
cacious, if 30, or 40 Drops be taken 


at a time, twice or four times a Day 


in Drink when the Pains begin to 
invade, and the uſe thereof continued, 
till the Do/our ceaſes. Only in this 
Caſe, let the Parties grieved be fure 
to take Care, never to cat or 
drink , ungil they are aſſured , that 
what they eat and drank before be 
well digelted. a 
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- In Zmbecillity of the Generative Fa- 
culty, or in Weakneſs, Coldneſs , and 
Tnaptneſs to conceive , this 7 zntture 
is very profitable, if twenty Drops at 
2 time be taken in Sack , three times 
a Day, viz. In the Morning Faſting, 
one hour before Dinner , and at four 
a Clock after Noon ; and the fourth 
time at Night going into Bed , in 
Mace-Ale, eipecially it the Poder be 
us'd with it. This Method muſt be 
continued for a Month together. 

For Recovery of Strength in Con- 
ſamptions, where the Lungs are not 
Ulcerated, this Medicize ought to be 
given, by 10 Drops at a time, as often 
as the languithing Party takes any 
thing Liguid {whether Broth, Milk, 
FJellies,or Emul'tons of any kind )as alſo 
in all his or her Drink: 

The fame 7:ntlure is no leſs effe- 
ctual in the Jaundies, 1t 30, or 40 
Drops be taken at a time, in what 
Driak the atflicted Party beſt liketh, 
m the ſame manner as before ; and the 
Ut thereof continued, till the Zrize 
be clear, as it was before the Diſeaſe 
invadcd. Againſt 
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Againſt A4fter-Pains in Childbed, 
and to open Otftradttions , this Medi- 
cine efleQually yields Relief; if 10 
Drops be given toWemen 1n that Con» 
dition, in their uſual Caudle, every 
time they drink it. 

A Child of a year O/d may take 2 
Drops, in two Speonluls of Breaſt- 
Mil-, ard ſo proporticnably. 

Note : In taking , or adminiſtring 
this Zindure it 1s very convenient to 
be careful, not to ſuffer your Selves, 
Friends, or Patients , to be over- 
perſwaded, by any Argameats What- 
ſoever, to take Purging or Solutive 
Medicines, altho your own, Friends, 
or Patients Bodies ſeem to be ſome- 
what Coſtzve : for ſo doing you will 
much retard the benefit, which would 
naturally accrew from this 7infure, 
by its 7ranſpirative Vertue. And let 
this alſo ke a Caution to All, in every 
kind of Diſtemper , where this Med:- 
cine 1s uſed, not to take or intermix 
any other things, (except as is above 
in this 7redtiſe deſcribed) with the 
ſame. 

Now 
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Now, becauſe I very well know 
the Generality of People to be fo far 
from believing theſe contrary Opera- 
tions, that they will exclaim againſt 
them, as Impoſlibilities in Nature , I 
thought it requiſite here to ſubjoyn 
(as is well known to Prattitioners in 
Chirurgy )that the Herb Sz. Fohns-wort, 
doth as certainly diffolve congealed 
Bload in Bruiſes , as by Congelation 
an inciſed Wound, Stab, or Prick : 
which being 4ions fo different, may 
ſomewhat plead for the Verity of what 
] have written. But, if this ſingle 
Example be not ſufficient , let any 
One make Experiment of the Power 
of the 4/þ-Tree, cut down (when Sol 
is in Gemini, with the Girdle of Orios, 
and juſt aſcending,) and divided into 
ſmall flat Sticks ; tor any one of them 
2pplied toa Cut, Srab, or Prick, and 
held there for ſome ſmall time,quickly 
and evidently heal the Wound withour 
Suppuration, 

Allo in Brujſes,tho large and great, 
if a broad piece of that Wood be rub- 
bed gently upon them, he ſhall find 2 
ſudden

fudden Reſolution , in the ſpace of 4 
Quarter of an hour (if this be done 
at firſt) and no F/ackneſs appeating: 
andif it be apply'd ſpeedily, In Burns; 
and Scalds, no Bliſters will ariſe : In 
Stingings of Waſps and Bees , and 
Pricks of Thorns, this Wood is a ſpeedy 
Remedy , if preſently applied : In 
Bleeding at the Noſtrils, tho very 
great and large, if a piece of the Wood 
be held to the N»/rzls, and rubbed 
juſt above the Griſtle of the Ne/e ; you 
ſhall quickly ſee the Blood ſtopped. 
Likewiſe, in Bztings of Dogs, tho their 
Teeth bave entred deep, if ſuddenly 
applied, all the A»gui/h, and Danger 
of thoſe Bzitings are as ſuddenly re- 
moved, 


If a ſingle Plant can perform ſuch 


various and contrary Adtions , what 
then ſhall Mizerals and Metals eflect, 
wherein all the Seven great Proper- 
ties of Nature are coneentred. 

I could enlarge this Set;on with 
many other ſignal Examples and 


Proofs, but I ſhall conclude all with 
this Coro//ary.: that, fince Nature is 
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the true Preſerver and Curer in all 


Diſtempers ; and is more active and 


ſubtile for her own Preſervation and 
Recovery, tnan any adventitious | = 
gent can be. That Preparation muſt 
needs be fitter, and more uſeful (in 
thoſe her Methods ) which attends 
and afſiſteth her 7nclinations and A-= 
tions ; than That, which diſturbs her 
Tateutions , and impoſeth Operatzons 
upon her, contrary to her own De- 
frgns : to which Errors and Miſtakes 
all particular Medicines , and the.
